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Report  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 


The  Board  of  Selectmen  organized  on  March  2,  1971  re¬ 
electing  Donn  B.  Griffin  as  Chairman.  Haden  G.  Greenhalgh 
was  elected  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  Charlotte 
W.  Morey  was  elected  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Assessors 
and  Clerk  of  all  Boards. 

The  Town  of  Harwich  has  shown  its  greatest  growth  in 
history.  There  are  many  new  people  in  Town  and  we  wel¬ 
come  them.  We  are  maintaining  an  “open  door”  policy  where 
any  citizen  of  the  Town  is  invited  in  to  meet  with  the  Board 
and  discuss  Town  affairs. 

With  the  increase  in  population  the  demands  on  the 
office  employees  has  increased  drastically.  We  would  like  to 
make  note  of  the  able  assistance  given  to  the  public  and 
your  Board  of  Selectmen  by  Mrs.  Helen  Higgins,  Mrs.  Ruth 
Titus,  Mrs.  Juell  Buckwold  and,  while  filling  in  for  vacations, 
Mrs.  Carol  Coleman. 

The  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Welfare  moved 
from  the  Brooks  Academy  to  their  new  regional  office  in 
Orleans.  We  have  moved  the  newly  hired  Town  Engineer, 
the  Building  Inspector  and  the  Planning  Board  into  these 
vacated  quarters.  This  move  has  eliminated  the  immediate 
need  for  any  new  construction  of  office  space  at  the  Town 
Hall.  We  still  have  an  inadequate  hearing  room  that  is  poorly 
ventilated,  but  we  are  now  able  to  hold  our  larger  hearings 
at  the  meeting  room  at  Brooks  Academy. 

This  year  we  have  invited  the  various  departments  of 
the  Town  to  include  pictures  with  their  annual  reports. 

For  the  second  year  in  a  row  we  have  negotiated  satis¬ 
factorily  with  the  Police  Federation  without  the  use  of  costly 
specialized  counsel. 

The  Council  on  Aging  is  using  the  “Albro  House”  as  their 
headquarters  and  we  welcome  our  new  neighbors. 

The  Town’s  most  pressing  need  is  in  the  area  of  zoning 
by-laws.  The  Planning  Board,  in  close  harmony  with  the 
consulting  firm  of  Metcalf  and  Eddy,  are  preparing  a  com- 
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plete  revision  of  our  by-laws  to  be  presented  for  voter  con¬ 
sideration  in  1972.  Our  present  by-laws  are  almost  impossible 
to  administer  and  need  immediate  revision.  We  solicit  your 
support  of  the  Planning  Board’s  proposal. 

We  would  like  to  express  our  thanks  to  all  departments, 
committees  and  boards  for  their  cooperation  and  advice 
during  the  year.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Assessors 


The  project  of  microfilming  the  Assessor’s  field  cards  and 
also  the  old  Assessor’s  tax  records  has  been  completed  as  per 
instruction  of  two  articles  in  the  1970  Warrant.  These  rec¬ 
ords  are  now  stored  in  a  vault  at  the  Cape  Cod  Bank  and 
Trust  Company  along  with  the  original  Assessor’s  mylar 
maps. 

We  are  under  contract  to  the  United  Appraisal  Company 
for  new  construction  and  alterations  as  well  as  any  new 
subdivisions.  Their  figures  are  all  reviewed  by  the  Board  of 
Assessors  with  many  field  trips  being  made  with  Mr.  Whitty, 
our  representative  from  United  Appraisal.  The  values  that 
are  now  being  assessed  do  not  represent  a  fair  market  value 
at  today’s  selling  price. 

Mr.  Greenhalgh  attended  the  Assessor’s  School  at  Am¬ 
herst  this  past  summer  and  received  a  certification  stating 
that  he  had  passed  all  exams. 

The  Board  of  Assessors  are  the  only  Board  that  sets  the 
tax  rate  and  it  was  set  on  July  26,  1971  at  $26.00  per  thousand 
with  the  approval  of  the  Commissioner  of  Corporations  and 
Taxation,  as  well  as  the  Director  of  Bureau  of  Accounts. 

Following  is  the  financial  statement  that  shows  the 
amounts  raised  and  estimated  receipts  that  were  used  in 
setting  the  1971  tax  rate.

We  note  with  sorrow  the  passing  in  1971  of  former 
member  G.  Wilson  Smith. 

Under  the  by-laws  of  the  Town  of  Harwich,  the  Finance 
Committee  is  made  up  of  nine  unpaid  members  who  are 
appointed  by  the  Moderator  for  terms  of  three  years. 

The  Committee’s  primary  duty  is  to  review  requests  by 
the  various  Town  Departments  for  the  Annual  Budget,  make 
recommendations  for  each  item  and  to  submit  the  Budget 
as  an  article  in  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  March. 

In  addition,  the  Committee  makes  such  recommenda¬ 
tions  as  it  deems  appropriate  regarding  each  of  the  other 
articles  in  the  Warrant,  as  well  as  for  articles  in  Special  Town 
Meetings  as  they  occur  from  time  to  time. 

When  it  is  considered  that  the  budget  for  1971  totalled 
over  two  million  seven  hundred  thousand  dollars,  it  is  ap¬ 
parent  that  the  responsibility  to  seek  out  facts  and  figures 
in  support  of  its  recommendations  constitutes  a  difficult  and 
time  consuming  task  for  the  Committee  each  year. 

That  the  members  take  their  responsibilities  seriously  is 
evident.  We  estimate  that,  commencing  in  October  each  year, 
the  Committee  will  meet  an  average  of  fifty  times  through 
Town  Meeting  and  will  expend  in  excess  of  one  hundred  fifty 
hours  per  member  during  these  weeks. 

Further,  the  Committee  meets  regularly  at  least  once 
each  month  throughout  the  year  to  carry  on  other  business, 
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such  as  the  administration  of  the  Finance  Committee’s 
Reserve  Fund,  from  which  transfers  may  be  made  to  the 
various  Town  Departments  Such  transfers  may  be  made  on 
application  and  evidence  satisfactory  to  the  Committee  that 
they  are  necessary  because  of  extraordinary  or  unforseen 
circumstances  of  an  emergency  nature.  .

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Report  of  the  Personnel  Board 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

There  was  no  change  in  the  organization  of  the  Per¬ 
sonnel  Board  for  1971.  The  acceptance  by  the  Voters  of  the 
recommendations  of  the  Board  has  been  gratifying.  The 
Board  is  also  appreciative  of  the  interest  and  cooperation  of 
the  Finance  Committee,  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Department 
Heads  for  their  help  and  suggestions  over  the  years. 

The  Board  has  continued  its  study  of  wages  in  other 
comparable  towns  of  the  Commonwealth  in  order  to  offset 
any  inequalities  to  the  detriment  of  our  employees.  As  a 
result  the  Board  is  recommending  slightly  greater  increases 
to  employees  in  certain  categories  because  it  was  found  their 
rate  of  compensation  was  substandard  to  similar  positions  in 
other  comparable  towns. 

With  the  exception  noted  above  the  Board  has  recom¬ 
mended  a  general  across  the  board  5%  increase  in  salaries  to 
compensate  for  increased  living  costs.  As  a  result,  if  the 
Classification  and  Compensation  Plan  for  1972  as  presented 
to  the  voters,  is  accepted  our  employees  will  have  averaged 
better  than  a  25%  minimum  upward  adjustment  in  com¬ 
pensation  over  the  five  year  period  of  1968  to  1972  inclusive. 

Compensation  for  the  Police  Chief  and  the  Fire  Chief 
may  be  adjusted  upward  if  a  new  law  passed  by  the  Legis¬ 
lature  and  signed  by  the  Governor  in  November  1971  (Section 
57G,  Chapter  48  of  the  General  Law)  becomes  effective  Feb¬ 
ruary  15,  1972.  Briefly  this  provides  that  the  Police  Chief  be 
compensated  at  the  rate  of  1.8  times  the  highest  paid  regular 
patrolman  and  that  the  Fire  Chief  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  1.5 
times  the  highest  paid  fireman.  As  of  this  writing  the  val¬ 
idity  of  this  Law  is  under  question. 

In  addition  to  the  salary  adjustments  the  Board  sub¬ 
mitted  an  Article  for  inclusion  in  the  Annual  Town  Warrant 
providing  for  the  granting  of  Tenure  to  the  regular  full  time 
members  of  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments  in  conformity 
with  similar  action  taken  by  the  Town  of  Chatham  as  well  as 
certain  other  towns  in  recent  years.  It  is  hoped  the  voters  will 
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act  favorably  on  this  Article  which  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Board  is  long  overdue.  The  new  position  of  Harbormaster  and 
Marina  Manager  has  been  added  to  the  Classification  and 
Compensation  Plan  for  1972.  Under  the  Personnel  By-Law,  as 
amended  last  year,  employees  who  are  covered  by  Collective 
Bargaining  Agreements  are  no  longer  covered  by  the  Per¬ 
sonnel  By-Law.  As  a  result  police  sergeants  and  regular 
patrolmen,  who  are  members  of  their  own  collective  bargain¬ 
ing  federation  have  been  removed  from  the  Classification 
and  Compensation  Plan  effective  1972. 

Finally,  while  over  the  last  five  year  period  of  1968-1972 
this  Board  has  recommended  cost  of  living  salary  increases 
totaling  a  minimum  of  25%,  the  Board  again  feels  compelled 
to  state  that  these  increases  have  been  dictated  by  unusual 
circumstances  in  our  economy  and  must  not  be  construed 
as  an  annual  pattern  for  the  future.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Appeals 

ANNUAL  REPORT 
1971 


During  the  period  from  January  1,  1971  to  December  31, 
1971,  the  Harwich  Board  of  Appeals  reviewed  a  total  of 
forty- two  (42)  petitions  for  relief  from  the  provisions  of  the 
Protective  By-Law. 

All  of  the  petitions  in  question  were  heard  at  Public 
Hearings  in  the  Hearing  Room  of  the  Town  Office.  In  each 
instance  all  persons  with  legitimate  interest  in  the  petition 
were  notified  of  the  time,  date  and  place  of  the  hearing  and 
given  ample  opportunity  to  present  whatever  testimony  they 
desired. 

The  Board  of  Appeals  follows  the  practice  of  deliberating 
and  deciding  each  petition  in  public  session  following  the 
hearing  of  testimony.  At  the  close  of  business  on  December 
31,  1971  forty  of  the  forty-two  petitions  had  been  appropri¬ 
ately  disposed  of  and  decisions  filed.  Two  petitions  were  still 
under  consideration  as  of  December  31,  1971.  In  addition, 
one  of  the  forty  decisions  was  under  challenge  and  pending 
in  court. 

The  Board  of  Appeals  ordinarily  meets  on  the  last  Tues¬ 
day  of  each  month  at  7:30  p.m.  in  the  Hearing  Room,  Town 
Office.  Harwich  residents  are  invited  to  attend  any  of  these 
meetings  since  by  law,  they  are  always  open  to  the  public. 

The  Chairman  would  like  to  thank  the  regular  members 
of  the  Board  of  Appeals  for  their  continued  devotion  to  duty 
and  to  the  associate  members  for  their  continued  cooperation 
in  filling  in  when  regular  members  must  be  absent.

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Report  of  the  Town  Counsel 


TO:  The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 

and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  this  report  concerning  the  Law 
Department  of  the  Town  of  Harwich  for  the  year  1971. 

Since  assuming  my  responsibilities  as  Town  Counsel  in 
May  of  1971,  I  have  submitted  in  excess  of  thirty  written 
opinions  to  various  Departments  of  the  Town  covering  a  wide 
variety  of  Municipal  Law  questions. 

The  Town  during  the  past  year  has  experienced  a  rapid 
increase  in  growth  brought  about  largely  by  unprecedented 
building  activities.  Because  of  the  increased  growth  rate 
and  construction  activity,  more  and  more  of  our  Municipal 
Law  problems  arise  in  the  area  of  zoning  and  concern  our 
Protective  By-Law.  Most  of  the  requests  for  written  opinions 
received  by  Town  Counsel  require  an  interpretation  of  some 
provision  of  the  Protective  By-Law.  Unfortunately,  the  Pro¬ 
tective  By-Law  as  it  presently  exists  can  often  be  difficult 
to  work  with  and  interpret.  Because  of  the  fact  that  it  has 
been  amended  many  times,  certain  sections  lack  the  clarity 
and  preciseness  of  meaning  which  are  essential  to  a  zoning 
By-Law  and  the  need  for  thorough  By-Law  revision  and 
clarification  is,  in  my  opinion,  pressing. 

In  other  areas,  land  acquisitions  voted  by  the  Town  at  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting  in  March  of  1971  have  been  completed 
with  one  exception,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  all  will  be 
completed  very  shortly. 

There  is  at  present  pending  against  the  Town  one  tax 
appeal  case  filed  with  the  Massachusetts  Appellate  Tax  Board, 
and  this  case  has  not  as  yet  been  reassigned  for  hearing. 

The  litigation  concerning  Town-owned  property  at  Shore 
Road  in  West  Harwich  which  was  still  pending  on  the  date  of 
the  last  Annual  Town  Meeting  has  been  determined  in  favor 
of  the  Town.  Unfortunately,  this  determination  did  not  re¬ 
solve  all  the  issues  raised  by  this  problem,  and  additional  ac¬ 
tion  in  the  Land  Court  will  be  necessary  before  all  questions 
are  finally  resolved.  Preparations  for  commencing  the  neces¬ 
sary  action  in  the  Land  Court  are  nearly  complete,  and  it  is 
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anticipated  that  action  will  be  commenced  early  in  1972 
which  will  once  and  for  all  determine  the  rights  of  the  Town 
to  the  beach  property  at  Shore  Road. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  members  of 
the  various  Boards  and  the  Department  heads  whom  I  have 
had  the  pleasure  of  serving  for  their  continued  assistance 
and  cooperation.

Report  of  the  Beach  Committee 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

We  hereby  submit  the  report  of  the  Beach  Committee 
for  the  year  1971. 

The  Beach  Committee  members  have  had  meetings  with 
the  Selectmen  before  and  after  the  summer  season  to  rec¬ 
ommend  and  discuss  our  Town  Beaches  and  their  operation. 
All  members  have  a  great  interest  in  a  most  valuable  asset 
of  our  town  —  our  beaches.  Therefore,  throughout  the  year 
the  Town  Beaches  (six  freshwater  and  eleven  saltwater)  are 
reviewed  by  the  Committee  members  as  to  their  condition. 

The  summer  of  1971  had  very  few  complaints  about  our 
beaches.  The  bumper  stickers  were  not  successful,  so  a  change 
will  be  made  in  the  type  of  sticker  for  1972. 

There  was  a  new  comfort  station  at  Allen  Harbor.  There 
is  a  need  for  a  lifeguard  and  a  comfort  station  at  the  Fisher¬ 
man  Landing  Beach,  Long  Pond.  The  boardwalk  at  Bank 
Street  Beach  was  widened,  and  water  damages  to  the  parking 
area  were  repaired.  Benches  were  placed  at  Red  River  Beach 
(8)  and  Bank  Street  Beach  (2). 

It  has  been  recommended  by  the  Committee  for  several 
years  to  have  curbing  at  all  the  beach  parking  areas  to 
prevent  erosion  of  asphalt.  Erosion  has  done  its  damage, 
and  curbing  is  very  essential. 

There  is  no  settlement  on  the  Shore  Road  Beach,  as  a 
conclusion  on  the  case  has  not  been  reached. 

Mr.  Wayne  Robinson,  Chairman,  has  submitted  his  resig¬ 
nation  as  of  December  14,  1971.

Report  of  the  Civil  Defense  Director 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 

and  to  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

It  would  be  hard  to  attempt  to  formulate  the  scope  of  a 
civil  defense  program.  Many  and  perhaps  most  people  have 
some  vague  notion  that  civil  defense  is  designed,  exclusively 
in  the  event  we  suffer  nuclear  attack.  And  yet,  increasingly, 
with  our  complex,  interrelated  society  and  economy,  we  dis¬ 
cover  that  civil  defense  has  an  important  role  in  many  other 
areas.  Hurricanes,  violent  storms,  floods,  violent  explosions, 
wide  spread  civil  disorder  and  many  other  circumstances  can 
be  imagined  which  call  upon  government  to  provide  the 
assistance  we  call  civil  defense.  We  should  not,  therefore, 
try  to  catalog  specific  emergencies  as  being  only  concerns  of 
civil  defense.  To  do  so  creates  a  certain  degree  of  inflexi¬ 
bility  that  is  simply  undesirable. 

The  program  should,  therefore,  be  broad  and  flexible 
enough  to  operate  in  any  emergency  where  ordinary  services 
and  activities  are  broadly  interrupted  . 

While  it  would  be  hard  to  state  the  most  specific  essential 
feature  of  a  good  civil  defense  program,  I  would  suggest  two 
absolute  essentials. 

First,  is  a  comprehensive  emergency  operating  plan.  Life 
in  our  day  simply  moves  too  rapidly  for  us  to  reflect  after 
an  emergency  occurs  and  normal  procedures  have  been  dis¬ 
rupted.  We  just  do  not  have  the  time  to  wonder  what  the 
essential  services  are  doing.  We  have  to  have  a  careful  plan 
for  all  vital  resources  to  be  used  to  minimize  the  disruption 
of  ordinary  life.  Otherwise,  a  disaster  of  a  physical  kind 
would  produce  an  almost  equally  damaging  secondary  impact 
when  the  citizens  discover  that  there  is  no  electricity  —  no 
water  —  no  sewer  —  no  police  —  no  fire  protection  —  in  short, 
no  operative  government. 

Second,  there  must  be  a  well  located  operating  center. 
Without  this,  the  emergency  operating  plan,  no  matter  how 
carefully  drawn,  may  fail  to  function  properly.  There  simply 
must  be  a  central  source  of  authority  and  information  to 
cope  with  the  needs  of  any  widespread  disasters. 
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As  a  bit  of  information,  all  of  you  should  know  that  the 
Operating  Center  is  located  in  the  basement  of  the  Harwich 
Elementary  School  on  South  Street,  Harwich  Center. 

What,  then,  is  our  role  as  local  government  officials. 
Well,  there  is  the  always  unpleasant  need  for  money.  Like 
any  other  agency  of  government,  we  cannot  survive  and  do 
the  job  without  adequate  financial  support. 

There  are,  however,  many  other  things  that  we  can  do 
which  do  not  require  direct  financial  outlay.  Private  citizens 
and  private  resources  can  contribute  human  and  material 
resources  to  limit  the  damaging  effects  of  disasters  of  all 
types.  The  proper  organization,  preparation  and  training 
of  these  resources  for  the  role  they  will  have,  can  be  a 
substantial  contribution  to  an  effective  civil  defense  program. 

Disaster  can  strike  anywhere,  at  any  time.  For  our  sake, 
and  for  the  sake  of  the  citizens  that  we  represent,  it  is 
essential  that  we  be  prepared  for  it. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  of  the  individuals  involved  in  our 
program,  and  all  other  departments  for  their  cooperation.

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Report  of  the  Gas  Inspector 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

As  the  year  1971  ends  I  would  like  to  thank  the  citizens 
and  contractors  of  Harwich  for  their  cooperation  in  enforcing 
the  State  rules  and  regulations. 

These  rules  became  a  State  law  in  I960  for  the  protection 
of  all  the  citizens  of  Massachusetts.  This  is  a  State  law,  not 
a  Town  by-law  or  regulation.  Your  Gas  Inspector,  like  your 
police  and  Fire  Department,  is  subject  to  call  twenty-four 
hours  a  day,  this  being  a  Department  of  Public  Safety  law. 

Before  this  law  was  enacted  the  Town  of  Harwich  lost 
two  lives  through  improper  venting  of  the  appliances  in  their 
home.  As  your  Gas  Inspector  I  hope  to  prevent  this  possi¬ 
bility  from  arising  again  by  properly  inspecting  appliances  to 
the  best  of  my  ability. 

As  in  previous  years  there  are  a  hundred  and  fifty  in¬ 
spections  that  are  not  completed  due  to  the  lack  of  funds 
to  complete  this  work.  Again,  this  year  I  am  asking  for  the 
sum  of  Fifty-Eight  Hundred  Dollars  ($5,800.00)  to  do  this 
work.  This  is  not  a  salary  but  a  budget  item  that  includes 
inspections,  printing,  telephone,  car,  gas,  and  necessary 
equipment  to  carry  out  this  work.

Report  of  the  Planning  Board 


To  the  Residents  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

The  Planning  Board,  aware  of  the  mounting  interest 
shown  by  townspeople,  their  impatience  and  desires  for  im¬ 
mediate  solutions  to  the  many  problems  confronting  us,  have 
prepared  recommendations  for  a  new  zoning  by-law  and  map. 
We  have  taken  the  recommendations  as  presented  in  the 
Master  Plan  prepared  for  the  town  by  the  firm  of  Metcalf  & 
Eddy,  Engineers  and  Planners  in  1967-68,  and  have  updated 
them,  taking  into  cognizance,  developments  taken  place  in 
the  intervening  period.  Our  proposed  recommendations  are 
too  lengthy  to  report  here,  but  will  be  published  for  public 
review  and  comment,  at  which  time  adjustments  may  be 
made.  This  will  be  done  before  the  annual  town  meeting  in 
March. 

The  Planning  Board  has  as  in  the  past,  reviewed  and 
approved  subdivision  plans,  but  at  a  slower  pace. 

We  held  a  special  town  meeting  on  October  27th  at  which 
time  an  article  prohibiting  the  construction  of  duplex  houses 
on  all  future  new  subdivision  plans  was  accepted  and  adopted. 
At  the  same  meeting  a  sign  code  was  accepted  and  adopted, 
this  was  drafted  by  the  Planning  Board.  Both  articles  have 
been  approved  by  the  Attorney  General. 
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We  have  spent  many,  many  hours  in  drafting  our  recom¬ 
mendations  for  the  proposed  new  zoning  by-laws  and  map. 
They  are  not  quick  solutions  to  the  many  problems  con¬ 
fronting  us  but,  are  reasonable  and  in  our  opinion  practical. 
There  are  those  who  say  we  are  not  doing  enough  in  this 
area.  Some  of  these  people  are  unable  to  distinguish  between 
“what  ought  to  be”  and  “what  can  be”.  We  feel  that  we  have 
taken  the  most  sensible  approach  in  trying  to  make  this 
community  a  better  place  in  which  to  live,  we  therefore,  re¬ 
quest  your  support  in  our  recommendations.

I  hereby  submit  my  report  as  Wire  Inspector  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1971. 

As  in  the  past  several  years  the  Town  of  Harwich  has 
experienced  a  tremendous  construction  boom  in  the  year 
1971.  The  construction  of  condominiums  and  projects  con¬ 
sisting  primarily  of  duplex  apartments  plus  a  great  number 
of  single  family  dwellings  and  additions  has  increased  the 
load  of  the  Wire  Inspector  both  in  respect  to  time  and  travel 
consumption. 

All  electrical  wiring  in  both  new  buildings  and  additions 
require  three  inspections,  one  for  temporary  for  construction 
use,  one  for  roughing  and  the  final  when  the  service  is 
completed. 

The  construction  of  swimming  pools  and  fire  and  burglar 
alarms  also  warrant  an  inspection  as  well  as  off  peak  hot 
water  meters. 

All  new  installations  require  100  amp  services. 

All  new  installations  with  or  converting  to  electric  heat 


require  200  amp  services.

To  the  Honorable  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  Harwich: 

The  Harwich  Council  on  Aging  was  established  by  vote 
of  the  March  1971  Annual  Town  Meeting  as  an  agency  of 
town  government.  The  seven  member  board  first  met  and 
organized  on  April  12th.  At  that  meeting  plans  were  made 
to  carry  out  the  program  suggested  by  the  Ad  Hoc  Commit¬ 
tee,  which  with  the  Selectmen,  had  proposed  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  a  Council.  It  was  decided  that  the  objective  of  the 
Council  would  be  to  operate  a  Senior  Center  and  thru  it,  in 
cooperation  with  other  groups,  and  on  its  own  initiative,  to 
carry  out  activities  which  would  assist  Harwich  Residents 
who  have  passed  their  59th  birthday,  to  continue  to  live 
safely  and  comfortably  in  their  own  homes,  to  combat  lone¬ 
liness,  and  to  discover  ways  in  which  the  elderly  may  be 
helpful  to  the  community. 

Thru  the  cooperation  of  the  Selectmen,  the  unused  Albro 
house,  next  door  to  the  Town  Offices  was  made  available  to 
the  Council.  There  on  May  25th  the  Harwich  Senior  Center 
was  opened  with  appropriate  ceremonies.  Albro  House  is 
almost  perfectly  suited  for  this  purpose,  and  was  readied 
with  a  minimum  expense  for  cleaning  and  repairs.  The 
Council  engaged  Mrs.  Michael  Vetrano,  on  a  part  time  basis, 
to  coordinate  its  work,  and  to  do  personal  counselling.  We 
were  fortunate  to  find  such  a  well  qualified  person,  a  resident 
of  Harwich,  who  was  so  very  much  interested  in  helping  to 
achieve  successful  results  in  the  aging  field. 

The  Council’s  first  action  was  to  begin  a  study  of  the 
needs  and  the  abilities  of  our  older  citizens  thru  question¬ 
naires  and  thru  confering  with  community  leaders.  By  De¬ 
cember  31st  1,052  persons  have  been  told  of  the  facilities 
and  programs  available  to  them  at  the  Senior  Center,  and 
have  had  identification  cards  issued  to  them  by  the  Council. 

The  Council  has  participated  in  a  number  of  activities 
thru  which  it  has  made  it  possible  for  the  elderly  to  serve 
the  community  —  such  as  cooperating  with  the  Junior  Wom¬ 
en’s  Club  in  a  successful  Tag  Day  for  Nauset  Workshop  for 
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the  handicapped  —  making  sandwiches  for  the  “Walk  for 
Mankind”  —  sewing  for  the  Harwich  Winter  Theatre  —  and 
working  with  the  Police  Department  in  “Operation  Reassur¬ 
ance”  a  continuing  program  to  daily  check  persons  living 
alone. 

Making  life  more  meaningful,  and  combatting  loneliness 
are  objectives  of  the  Council’s  own  activities.  It  offers  per¬ 
sonal  interviews  and  counselling  to  individuals  with  problems. 
It  has  regular  advisory  meetings  on  Medicare  and  Blue  Cross 
matters.  It  sponsors  bus  trips  to  points  of  interest,  such  as 
Mystic,  Sturbridge  Village,  and  the  like.  It  provides  other 
bus  trips  to  Boston  and  other  metropolitan  shopping  centers. 
It  arranges  moonlight  cruises  from  a  local  harbor.  It  offers 
Art  classes,  and  has  a  job  bank  for  those  who  wish  part 
time  work.  It  has  a  regular  weekly  time  for  Bridge,  and  groups 
interested  in  Genealogy  and  others  in  Stamp  Collecting. 

In  December  it  held  “Open  House”  so  that  interested 
persons  of  all  ages  might  become  acquainted  with  the  Center. 
In  June  a  Strawberry  Festival  with  fine  shortcakes  brought 
out  a  large  number  of  people.  In  October  an  Apple  Pie  Festi¬ 
val  duplicated  the  June  gathering.  In  November  there  was 
a  large  membership  gathering  using  the  facilities  of  Holy 
Trinity  Church  Parish  House  in  West  Harwich  with  a  show¬ 
ing  of  the  Cahoons  fine  picture  presentation  “God  in  Nature”. 
In  December  our  Christmas  membership  gathering  was  at 
the  Social  Hall  at  Pilgrim  Church  in  Harwich  Port. 

The  Council  acknowledges  the  excellent  support  it  has 
had  from  the  Selectmen,  from  the  Town  Highway  Surveyor, 
and  other  Town  officials,  and  the  great  support  it  has  had 
from  the  community.  There  have  been  gifts  of  books  and 
magazines,  a  refrigerator,  a  silex  coffee  maker  and  other 
kitchen  equipment,  a  stereo,  a  TV  set,  items  of  furniture, 
rugs  and  lamps,  and  many  many  other  items.  At  Christmas 
time  many  made  us  Christmas  gifts  to  assist  in  decorating 
and  furnishing  more  space  for  future  programs.  One  friend 
has  created  a  Trust  Fund  in  memory  of  her  late  husband, 
the  income  from  which  will  be  available  to  the  Council.  It 
is  hoped  that  others  may  do  this  also. 

The  largest  contribution,  the  one  without  which  we 
would  have  been  much  less  successful,  was  the  work  of  the 
80  or  more  unpaid  volunteers,  who  gave  of  their  time  to  staff 
the  center,  keeping  it  open  from  10  a.m.  till  noon  and  from 
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2  p.m.  till  4  p.m.  Monday  thru  Friday  each  week,  and  to 
mimeograph,  address,  and  mail  the  over  80Q  Newsletters  we 
send  each  month,  and  to  serve  as  host  and  hostesses  at 
functions,  and  as  leaders  of  group  activities. 

The  elderly  of  Harwich  tell  us  that  Harwich  can  be  proud 
of  the  accomplishments  of  its  Council  on  Aging.

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Brooks  Free  Library  Trustees’  Report 


During  1971  the  Trustees  worked  mainly  on  plans  for 
the  proposed  expansion  of  Brooks  Free  Library.  In  conjunc¬ 
tion  with  the  Librarian  and  with  the  Library  Needs  Study 
Committee  we  worked  out  details  of  equipment  and  alloca¬ 
tion  of  space.  We  filed  an  Intent  to  Apply  for  Federal  Funds, 
but  found  our  project  is  ineligible  at  this  time.  We  also 
appeared  before  the  Bureau  of  Library  Extension  for  general 
approval  of  plans  and  before  the  Board  of  Public  Safety  to 
insure  proper  provisions  were  made  for  use  of  the  building  by 
the  physically  handicapped.  The  report  of  the  Library  Needs 
Study  Committee  sums  up  the  results  of  the  combined  efforts 
of  the  Trustees  and  the  Committee.  Every  effort  has  been 
made  to  keep  all  alteration  costs  to  a  minimum. 

Otherwise,  routine  business  has  been  conducted  at  six 
regular  meetings  and  five  special  meetings.  Three  new 
Rogers’  statues  were  purchased  and  the  Library  was  en¬ 
rolled  as  a  member  of  a  newly  formed  national  association 
of  Rogers’  groups  owners.  (Harwich  has  at  present  the 
second  largest  public  collection  in  the  country.)  With  the 
permission  and  cooperation  of  the  Historical  Society  we  micro¬ 
filmed  back  copies  of  the  Harwich  Independent  in  their 
possession  which  were  missing  from  Library  files.  The  com¬ 
plete  issue  of  the  newspaper  (1875  to  1958)  is  now  available 
to  the  public  via  microfilm  viewer.  A  cassette  player  and 
tapes  was  purchased  to  augment  our  popular  music  collection. 

The  Librarian  has  continued  her  weekly  meetings  with 
the  sixth  grade  and  expanded  the  program  to  include  month¬ 
ly  visits  by  the  fifth  grade  of  the  elementary  school.  She  has 
also  cooperated  with  the  Head  Start  program  planners. 

In  April  the  Trustees  accepted  with  regret  the  resigna¬ 
tion  of  Children’s  Librarian  Mrs.  Frederick  Brack. 

The  1971  Legislature  increased  State  Aid  to  Libraries 
to  37  y2  cents  per  capita  based  on  the  1970  Federal  census. 
Minimum  standards  require  Harwich  libraries  to  be  open 
four  more  hours  to  qualify  for  the  increased  aid.  New  “hours 
open”  will  be  announced  soon. 
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The  Library  has  again  been  the  fortunate  beneficiary  of 
two  generous  gifts:  one  from  the  estate  of  Herbert  R.  Morse 
to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  books  for  young  people  and 
another,  unrestricted,  as  a  memorial  to  John  and  Isabelle 
Whiting. 

Brooks  Library  has  many  active  friends.  Merely  men¬ 
tioning  them  and  their  contributions  cannot  convey  the 
gratitude  of  the  official  library  family,  but  since  we  can  do 
no  more,  we  do  it  with  deep  thanks. 

The  Garden  Club  has  supplied  lovely  flower  arrange¬ 
ments  each  week  throughout  the  year. 

The  young  men  and  women  of  the  community  have 
rendered  valuable  help  in  various  ways.  In  June  the 
Harwich  Junior  Women’s  Club  and  the  Harwich  Jaycees 
combined  forces  to  paint  our  building.  The  Jaycees  removed 
flooring  and  interior  partitions  which  otherwise  would  have 
been  a  specialized  and  costly  hired  job.  The  Junior  Women 
held  book  and  toy  sales  and  a  very  successful  arts  and  crafts 
fair,  proceeds  of  which  were  given  to  the  Library  for  purchase 
of  books  and  a  top-quality  sound  movie  projector.  They 
also  conducted  story  and  coffee  hours  and  sponsored  book 
reviews. 

A  “Friends  of  the  Library”  group  was  born  this  year  and 
has  already  proved  itself  a  friend  indeed.  Members  have 
given  valuable  assistance  by  mending,  clipping,  arranging 
displays,  and  writing  publicity.  Soon  after  its  formation,  the 
group  hosted  a  very  pleasant  and  successful  “signing  party” 
at  the  time  the  History  of  Harwich  (Josiah  and  John  Paine) 
was  reissued  by  Mrs.  Paine. 

A  final  note  of  thanks — disproportionate  to  the  amount 
of  time,  effort,  care  and  expertise  expended — to  the  members 
and  chairman  of  the  very  capable  Library  Needs  Study  Com¬ 
mittee.  The  Trustees  are  most  grateful  and  hope  the  town 
too  will  acknowledge  their  accomplishment  by  voting  the 
construction  article  in  the  1972  Town  Meeting  Warrant  which 
represents  the  culmination  of  their  careful  year-long  work.

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Librarian’s  Report 


There  have  been  several  new  programs  added  to  Brooks 
Free  Library  during  the  yast  year — one  of  the  most  exciting 
being  the  formation  of  a  Friends  Group.  Already  the  Group 
has  been  of  immeasurable  help  in  sponsoring  a  signing  party 
for  Mildred  B.  Paine  on  the  re-issue  of  The  History  of  Har¬ 
wich,  in  arranging  for  interesting  displays  in  the  exhibit  case, 
and  in  providing  refreshments  for  a  lively  audience  at  our 
special  Christmas  party. 

The  library  has  extended  its  work  with  the  younger  citi¬ 
zens  of  Harwich  to  include  monthly  visits  from  the  Head 
Start  class  and  a  group  from  the  fifth  grade — the  former  to 
listen  to  stories  by  Mrs.  Susan  Fauteaux,  the  latter  to  choose 
books  to  augment  their  reading  enjoyment.  The  four  classes 
of  the  sixth  grade  have  continued  their  trips  to  learn  about 
library  resources. 

Particularly  gratifying  has  been  the  work  of  the  Junior 
Women’s  Club  in  raising  money  from  book  sales  to  purchase 
a  sound  projector  for  the  library.  It  is  our  hope  that  by  bor¬ 
rowing  films  from  the  Eastern  Region  we  will  be  able  to 
have  several  programs  for  various  age  group  during  1972. 

Starting  in  November,  under  the  sponsorshp  of  the  Jun¬ 
ior  Women’s  Club,  we  have  been  offering  Saturday  morning 
story  hours  for  youngsters  in  K-second  grades,  and  third- 
fifth  grades. 

Brooks  Free  Library  was  particularly  pleased  to  have  the 
Junior  Players  Group  of  the  Harwich  Winter  Theatre  present 
an  original  Christmas  play  on  December  11th  which  was 
attended  by  over  fifty  youngsters. 

The  Harwich  Garden  Club  has  been  most  faithful  in  pro¬ 
viding  beautiful  floral  arrangements  for  the  main  room  and 
our  patrons  have  enjoyed  several  art  exhibits  for  the  Elem¬ 
entary  and  Intermediate  Schools. 

As  of  December  31,  1971,  the  number  of  books  in  the 
library  included  13,315  adult  books,  and  4,411  juvenile  books 
making  a  total  of  17,726.

In  its  work  this  year  the  committee  has  adhered  to  the 
procedures  outlined  and  authorized  last  year: 

a.  As  a  result  of  the  previous  year’s  study  and  the  ac¬ 
tion  of  the  1971  Town  Meeting,  we  are  committed  to 
the  renovation  and  remodeling  of  the  Brooks  build¬ 
ings  for  Library  use. 

b.  Further  detailed  study  and  analysis  was  done,  and 
Heilman  and  Kempton,  architects,  were  engaged  to 
prepare  detailed  plans  and  specifications  as  author¬ 
ized  by  article  58  of  the  1971  Town  Meeting. 

c.  To  meet  our  promise  to  present  factual  costs  at  the 
1972  Town  Meetng,  the  plans  and  specifications  are 
being  released  for  bids  about  the  end  of  December, 
returnable  in  time  for  review  by  the  Committee,  the 
Trustees,  and  the  Finance  Committee. 

d.  The  buildings  have  been  thoroughly  inspected  by 
qualified  professional  people  in  the  Heating,  Electric¬ 
al,  Plumbing,  Constructon  and  Insurance  Fields  to 
assure  the  practicability  of  the  proposed  plans  from 
both  a  physical  and  working  viewpoint. 

In  developing  the  plans  the  committee  and  architect 
have  accepted  and  considered  the  many  suggestions  and  ideas 
offered  by  interested  people,  incorporating  them  where  pos¬ 
sible  and  practicable.  Every  effort  has  been  made  to  elimin¬ 
ate  unnecessary  construction  changes  while  giving  full  con¬ 
sideration  to  the  efficiency  and  needs  as  reflected  in  our 
study  of  present  limitations  and  anticipated  growth.  When 
the  plans  were  sufficiently  advanced,  an  open  meeting  was 
offered,  together  with  the  Friends  of  Brooks  Free  Library. 
This  exposure  of  the  tentative  plans  was  well  received  and 
no  further  changes  suggested. 

In  giving  consideration  to  the  articles  offered  by  the 
Trustees  for  1972,  it  is  essential  that  recognition  be  given  to 
three  categories  of  costs: 

a.  Those  expenditures  required  for  any  continued  use 
of  these  basically  sound  buildings:  (50%) 

1.  Deferred  and  neglected  maintenance,  including 
painting  and  minor  repairs. 
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2.  Overdue  repairs  to  plaster,  wiring  and  plumbing, 
flooring. 

3.  Renovation,  including  proper  alteraton  and  addi¬ 
tions  to  heating  facilities,  complete  wiring  for 
both  safety  and  adequacy,  some  painting  inside 
and  out,  and  alteration  of  the  stairs. 

b.  Costs  involved  in  adapting  the  buildings  specifically 

for  Library  use:  (29%) 

1.  Minor  partition  changes 

2.  Extensive  shelving  around  all  walls. 

3.  Suitable  floor  coverings. 

4.  Architects  fees. 

c.  Furnishings  and  equipment  purchases  required  for 

the  Library:  (21%) 

1.  Book  Stacks. 

2.  Tables  and  Chairs. 

3.  Desks  and  equipment  for  office  and  work  room. 

4.  Miscellaneous  library  specialties. 

This  committee  further  recommends  and  requests  the  ac¬ 
quisition  of  the  lot  adjacent  on  Main  Street  in  order  to  pro¬ 
vide  proper  land  space,  and  to  assure  that  when  in  future 
years  it  becomes  necessary  to  further  expand,  there  will  be 
room  for  an  additional  wing.  This  land  is  now  available  and 
on  the  market.  Once  sold,  and  built  on,  it  would  be  per¬ 
manently  lost  to  the  Town  of  Harwich. 

The  Committee  wishes  to  thank  especially,  the  Friends 
of  the  Brooks  Free  Library,  the  Junior  Women’s  club  and 
the  Harwich  Jaycees  for  their  continued  loyal  support  and 
their  material  assistance  in  bringing  our  work  to  its  conclu¬ 
sion.

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Report  of  the  Tree  Warden  and 
Insect  Pest  Control  Superintendent 


The  Department  was  faced  with  the  usual  amount  of 
tree  work  for  the  year.  Nine  dead  trees  and  dead  limbs  were 
removed  from  the  roadsides.  Many  low-hanging  limbs  that 
had  been  hitting  cars  and  trucks  had  to  be  removed  from 
sides  of  the  streets. 

Samples  of  elm  wood  were  taken  from  the  large  trees 
and  sent  to  Amherst  to  be  checked  for  the  Dutch  Elm  Disease. 
Reports  came  back  that  three  of  the  trees  had  the  disease, 
and  these  had  to  be  removed. 

The  Gypsy  Moth  has  once  again  become  a  serious  threat 
to  the  trees  on  Cape  Cod.  This  is  a  pest  that  in  several  more 
years  is  going  to  cost  the  taxpayers  in  all  towns  on  the  Cape 
many  more  thousands  of  dollars  yearly.  This  yearly  expense 
will  not  be  in  the  cost  of  eradication  work,  but  rather  in 
trying  to  keep  the  worms  under  control  in  order  to  protect 
the  shade  trees  along  the  roadsides. 

This  year  Harwich  had  two  areas  of  solid  infestation 
with  a  total  acreage  of  approximately  five  hundred  acres. 
There  were  no  houses  in  these  areas  to  hinder  us  in  spraying; 
therefore,  the  Town  voted  me  an  extra  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  ($1,800)  dollars  to  go  into  these  hot  spots  with  aerial 
spraying.  Each  infested  wooded  area  was  gone  over  several 
times,  and  the  maps  were  carefully  studied  to  make  sure  we 
would  kill  all  the  worms — but  not  do  any  more  spraying  than 
was  necessary. 

Just  before  we  were  ready  to  start  the  spraying  a  very 
serious  thing  happened — serious  to  the  woodlands  on  Cape 
Cod  from  now  on.  A  few  badly-informed  persons  on  the  Cape 
when  they  heard  about  the  planned  spraying,  went  to  the 
State  House  and  had  all  aerial  spraying  in  the  State  stopped. 
They  said  they  did  this  to  preserve  Cape  Cod. 

When  a  few  weeks  had  passed  and  the  Gypsy  Moths  were 
through  eating,  the  two  hot  spots  we  had  planned  to  spray 
looked  as  if  a  forest  fire  had  gone  through  them.  Every  leaf 
had  been  eaten  off  the  trees  and  underbrush.  Instead  of  five 
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hundred  acres  we  had  to  start  the  year  off  with,  we  now  have 
approximately  fifteen  hundred  or  more  acres  of  infestation. 

The  Town  of  Harwich  has  not  spent  any  money  for 
Gypsy  Moth  spraying  during  the  last  twenty  years.  However, 
I  anticipate  that  in  a  few  years,  the  Superintendent  of  Insect 
Pest  Control  will  be  required  to  ask  at  Town  Meeting  for  one 
hundred  thousand  ($100,000)  dollars  for  Gypsy  Moth  Spray¬ 
ing.  If  and  when  he  is  forced  to  request  this  appropriation, 
don’t  blame  him  for  asking  for  such  a  large  amount  of 
money,  but  remember  the  committee  that  did  so  much  to 
preserve  Cape  Cod  for  the  Gypsy  Moths.  Cape  Cod  now  has 
many  many  egg  clusters;  Harwich  has  moth  eggs  in  nearly 
all  parts  of  Town;  and  North  Harwich,  Pleasant  Lake,  and 
East  Harwich  are  the  worst-hit  areas. 

Because  the  State  is  taking  away  our  best  insecticides, 
stopping  the  many  leaf-eating  insects  from  now  on  is  going 
to  be  a  most  difficult  job.

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Report  of  Veterans’  Services 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  objective  of  the  Department  of  Veterans’  Services  is 
to  secure  for  the  war  time  veteran  and  his  dependents  all 
the  benefits  which  they  may  need  and  to  which  they  are 
entitled  by  state  or  federal  law  or  regulations.  Failure  to 
preserve  vital  records  is  a  frequent  cause  of  delay  in  the 
obtaining  of  these  benefits.  Prompt  submission  of  an  honor¬ 
able  discharge,  certificate  of  marriage,  birth,  death,  divorce, 
or  medical  records  will  substantially  assist  this  office  in  its 
work  of  aiding  veterans  and  their  dependents.  Such  records 
should  be  carefully  kept,  preferably  in  the  safe  deposit  box 
of  a  bank.  This  office  will  be  glad  to  make  copies  (particular¬ 
ly  of  the  discharge  or  DD  214  form)  to  be  kept  in  our  files 
for  use  at  any  time  they  are  needed.  There  is  no  charge  for 
this  service. 

The  number  of  veterans  is  now  over  28.2  million  and  is 
increasing  at  the  rate  of  about  80,000  each  month  while 
older  veterans  have  been  dying  at  the  rate  of  about  26,000 
a  month.  The  number  of  those  involved  in  the  Viet  Nam 
conflict  is  exceeded  only  by  the  number  of  those  who  served 
in  World  War  H.  It  is  encouraging  to  note  the  increasing 
percentage  of  Viet  Nam  veterans  making  use  of  the  educa¬ 
tional  benefits  available  to  them  under  recent  legislation. 
Indications  are  that  the  monthly  dollar  payments  to  students 
may  be  increased  by  the  Congress,  thus  giving  added  impetus 
to  this  worthwhile  program.  Information  and  application 
forms  are  available  at  this  office. 

Widows  who  remarried  and  whose  second  marriages  have 
been  dissolved  by  death  or  divorce  may  return  to  the  pension, 
compensation  or  DIC  rolls  and  receive  benefits  based  on  the 
service  of  the  first  veteran  husband.  Another  important 
change  is  that  veterans  65  or  older  are  all  entitled  to  VA 
hospitalization  and  need  not  sign  a  statement  of  inability 
to  pay.

To  the  Honorable  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  Harwich: 

The  Harwich  Chamber  of  Commerce  had  a  busy  year  in 
1971.  In  February  it  sponsored  a  well  attended  Candidates 
Night  and  Pre-Town  Meeting  for  the  discussion  of  the  Arti¬ 
cles  in  the  Warrant  for  the  Annual  Town  Meeting.  It  ar¬ 
ranged  two  delightful  Military  Band  Concerts  during  the 
Summer  months.  In  December  it  assisted  Santa  Claus  to 
make  his  annual  visit  to  the  younger  school  children.  In 
March  it  held  a  well  attended  membership  meeting  with  a 
showing  of  the  pictured  record  of  the  visit  of  Mayor  Bleakley 
of  Harwich,  England,  and  it  had  an  excellent  annual  member¬ 
ship  meeting  in  September. 

The  Information  Booth  on  Route  28  in  West  Harwich 
handled  7,152  requests  for  information  of  all  kinds,  and  di¬ 
rectly  assisted  820  parties  of  one  or  more  to  secure  lodgings 
in  Harwich.  It  was  the  Chamber’s  busiest  year  to  date. 

Again  this  year  it  studied  the  reactions  of  a  cross  section 
of  the  guests  who  vacationed  here.  A  third  of  them  came 
from  communities  in  Massachuestts,  one  fifth  of  them  came 
from  New  York,  a  tenth  from  Connecticut,  and  the  rest  from 
15  other  states  and  from  Canada.  They  said  they  liked  our 
shops,  and  the  proprietors  of  our  shops  said  that  their 
volume  was  up  this  year,  and  they  are  optimistic  about 
volume  increases  in  1972.  Many  praised  the  handling  of 
traffic  by  our  police  officers.  98%  liked  our  restaurants,  and 
97%  enthused  about  our  beaches.  They  even  felt  sorry  for 
the  low  standing  of  our  baseball  team  but  they  praised  White- 
house  Field.  And  they  said  “We  will  be  back  in  1972.”

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Annual  Report  of  the  School  Committee 

of  the  Cape  Cod 

Regional  Technical  High  School  District 


During  its  first  full  year  of  operation,  the  School  Com¬ 
mittee  charged  with  the  development  of  the  Cape  Cod  Re¬ 
gional  Technical  High  School  has  moved  the  project  ahead 
in  a  number  of  important  ways.  Of  these,  perhaps  the  most 
significant  was  the  final  determination  of  a  site  on  which 
to  build  the  new  school.  Following  this  decision,  made  in  the 
early  fall,  the  Committee’s  legal  counsel  set  in  motion  the 
legal  proceedings  through  which  the  several  parcels  making 
up  the  64-acre  tract  will  be  acquired  for  educational  purposes. 
The  Committee  was  very  pleased  that  conditions  made  it 
possible  to  obtain  a  site  at  the  spot  that  had  earlier  been 
identified  as  the  center  of  population  of  the  newly  formed 
school  district. 

Before  this  or  any  other  site  could  be  purchased,  it  was 
necessary  for  the  School  Committee  to  secure  the  approval  of 
the  voters  of  the  District  to  borrow  funds  for  this  purpose. 
Voter  approval  to  borrow  $424,000  for  land  acquisition  and 
other  uses  was  given  in  a  special  election  held  on  May  20. 
This  was  a  so-called  Clause  (n)  election  wherein  the  decision 
is  made  by  a  majority  of  the  voters  in  the  District  as  a  whole 
rather  than  town  by  town. 

The  affirmative  action  of  the  voters  on  May  20  also 
permitted  the  borrowing  of  funds  to  cover  initial  archi¬ 
tectural  fees.  It  thus  became  possible  to  sign  a  contract  with 
the  firm  of  Drummey,  Rosane,  and  Anderson,  who  now  are 
working  on  preliminary  sketches  of  the  new  school  complex. 

The  past  year  also  saw  a  change  in  the  educational 
leadership  of  the  District.  The  School  Committee  undertook 
a  nationwide  search  for  a  new  superintendent-director,  which 
culminated  with  the  appointment  of  Robert  A.  Campbell  to 
the  post.  Campbell,  who  left  a  professorship  in  vocational 
education  at  the  University  of  Illinois  to  move  to  Cape  Cod, 
took  up  his  duties  on  September  1. 

With  these  fundamental  steps  taken,  the  Committee  was 
freed  to  devote  a  large  part  of  its  energies  to  designing  an 
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educational  program  that  not  only  will  serve  the  needs  of 
our  young  people  and  of  other  adults  when  the  school  opens, 
but  will  also  have  the  flexibility  that  will  permit  it  to  change 
as  times  change.  To  speed  the  planning  process  and  to  obtain 
the  advice  of  other  experienced  vocational  educators,  the 
School  Committee  employed  the  firm  of  Educational  Con¬ 
sultants  Council,  Inc.  to  assist  it  in  developing  educational 
specifications  to  guide  the  architect  in  designing  housing  and 
other  facilities  for  the  program. 

The  School  Committee  from  the  very  beginning  has  been 
determined  to  keep  the  school  close  to  the  people  who  sup¬ 
port  it  and  who  are  to  be  served  by  it.  One  consequence  of 
this  determination  has  been  the  new  superintendent’s  efforts 
to  meet  and  consult  with  teachers,  administrators,  and  stu¬ 
dents  in  the  general  school  systems  the  Technical  High 
School  is  related  to.  The  Committee  is  also  pleased  to  note 
the  contacts  he  is  making  with  various  citizens  groups 
throughout  the  District,  and  the  Committee  hopes  that  civic 
and  other  organizations  in  the  eleven  towns  will  feel  free  to 
call  on  him. 

We  anticipate  that  the  Advisory  Boards,  which  are  now 
being  set  up  and  shortly  will  be  activated,  will  be  especially 
helpful  in  bringing  a  wide  range  of  community  knowledge 
and  experience  to  bear  on  the  design  and  conduct  of  voca¬ 
tional  education  here  on  the  Outer  Cape.  Each  of  the  major 
vocational  areas  in  the  school’s  curriculum  will  have  its  own 
board  of  advisors  made  up  of  men  and  women  who  are  ex¬ 
perts  in  that  particular  occupational  field.  These  advisory 
groups  will  not  only  assist  with  the  planning  of  the  curricu¬ 
lum  in  the  course  of  the  next  few  months  but  will  also 
continue  on  as  consultants  to  the  school’s  faculty  and  the 
School  Committee. 

I  know  I  speak  for  all  22  members  of  the  School  Com¬ 
mittee  when  I  say  that  serving  on  the  Committee  has  been 
a  challenging  and  rewarding  experience.  We  shall  continue 
to  do  our  best  to  be  worthy  of  the  confidence  placed  in  us 
by  appointment  to  this  important  civic  post.

Report  of  the  Conservation  Commission 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  Harwich: 

The  Harwich  Conservation  Commission  held  regular 
meetings  twice  each  month  during  the  year  of  1971.  Members 
attended  various  hearings  of  the  Planning  Board  and  Appeals 
Board.  Our  regular  meetings  are  scheduled  for  the  second 
and  fourth  Monday  of  each  month  at  the  Harwich  Recreation 
Building. 

James  M.  Falla  resigned  from  the  Commission  when  he 
accepted  the  position  of  Town  Counsel  for  Harwich.  John  E. 
Pina  was  elected  from  a  group  of  interested  applicants,  to  fill 
the  vacancy. 

In  accordance  with  our  land  acquisition  program  we 
would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  voters  of 
Harwich  for  their  support  at  the  last  Town  Meeting.  Due  to 
the  action  of  the  Town  we  have  acquired  approximately 
twenty-five  additional  acres  bordering  Herring  River  and  the 
State  reimbursement  for  the  Halls  River  Bogs  purchase  was 
received  on  January  10,  1972. 

The  management  of  conservation  land  took  much  of  our 
time  and  attention  this  last  year  due  to  the  construction  of 
a  new  Herring  Run  at  the  West  Harwich  Conservation  area. 
The  run  has  been  completed  and  the  use  of  the  old  run  dis¬ 
continued. 

The  Commission  distributed  three  thousand  trees  this 
year  and  we  plan  to  continue  the  program.  We  worked  in 
conjunction  with  the  Junior  Women’s  Club  to  supply 
Audubon  films  to  the  schools  and  with  the  Harwich  Garden 
Club  to  supply  some  texts  for  the  Teachers  in  the  Elementary 
Schools  of  Harwich.  The  women  of  the  Garden  Club  were 
taken  on  a  tour  of  the  West  Harwich  Conservation  area. 

We  have  continued  to  install  signs  at  the  conservation 
areas.  As  a  matter  of  fact  members  of  the  Commission  did 
the  actual  installing.  These  signs  are  required  by  the  State 
where  there  has  been  reimbursement. 

We  took  the  position  of  supporting  the  State  takeover  of 
wetlands  with  the  feeling  that  it  would  strengthen  the  work 
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already  accomplished  by  former  commission  members  in 
protecting  the  Harwich  Wetlands. 

Our  plans  for  the  future  include  additional  work  at  the 
Herring  Run;  the  placement  of  plantings  to  help  avoid 
erosion;  the  installation  of  a  new  drain  pipe  to  carry  water 
away  from  the  bogs  in  the  area;  the  restoration  of  ladders 
further  north  along  the  stream. 

We  are  pleased  that  people  in  the  Town  have  seen  fit  to 
offer  parcels  of  land  for  conservation  and  sincerely  hope  the 
practice  will  continue.

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Report  of  the  Harbormaster 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the 
Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

If  tonnage  is  the  measure,  Harwich  probably  became  the 
lobster  capital  of  Cape  Cod  in  1971.  During  the  previous 
year  two  off-shore  boats  operated  out  of  Wychmere,  commut¬ 
ing  twice  a  week  to  the  continental  shelf  where  they  hauled 
their  catch  from  70  fathom  or  more.  This  year  two  more 
boats  began  the  same  operation  out  of  Saquatucket,  and  al¬ 
ready  we  have  reservations  for  four  more  off-shore  boats  in 
1972.  Thus  lobstering  is  established  as  a  significant  new  in¬ 
dustry  in  Harwich. 

Since  it  was  originally  conceived  that  the  new  harbor 
would  meet  the  growing  needs  of  commercial  boats  as  well  as 
pleasure  craft,  we  are  delighted  with  this  new  fleet  now 
making  up  at  Saquatucket. 

Also  new  in  1971  was  our  appointment  as  an  official  co¬ 
operating  display  station  of  the  U.  S.  Weather  Bureau.  Small 
Craft  and  Storm  flags  are  flown  from  the  Biddle  Thompson 
memorial  flagpole  at  Saquatucket  throughout  the  boating 
season.  We  are  indebted  to  the  Chatham  Coast  Guard  sta¬ 
tion  for  relaying  to  us  all  weather  bureau  directives. 

Rental  income  from  slips  at  our  three  main  harbors  ex¬ 
ceeded  by  approximately  $15,000  the  costs  of  all  Waterways 
Committee  salaries  and  maintenance  budgets.  Our  gross 
income  from  the  harbors  was  $39,100.  This  breaks  down  as 
follows:

Wychmere 

Saquatucket

The  Saquatucket  income  is  an  increase  of  approximtely 
$10,000  over  last  year,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  State  spent 
six  weeks  in  the  midst  of  our  season  replacing  the  floatation 
under  all  of  our  docks.  This  required  us  to  move  kbout  twen¬ 
ty  boats  a  day  throughout  the  period  and  often  meant  turn¬ 
ing  visitors  away. 
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I  continued  to  attend  many  meetings  and  conferences 
useful  to  my  work.  These  included  seminars  on  commercial 
fishing  and  lobstering,  pleasure  boating,  conservation,  legis¬ 
lation,  and  safety.  I  am  grateful  to  all  in  this  community 
who  so  generously  contributed  to  the  successfulness  of  our 
boating  year.  Special  thanks  to  our  Selectmen,  Department 
Heads,  and  assistant  Harbormasters  Todd  Lee  and  Bob  Luf¬ 
kin.

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The  department  compiled  the  greatest  number  of  alarms 
in  its  history  during  the  year  1971.  Emergency  service,  de¬ 
mands  have  increased  enormously,  and  with  the  daily  de¬ 
mands  for  this  service  increasing,  a  second  vehicle  is  neces¬ 
sary.  I  therefore  will  submit  an  article  in  the  1972  warrant 
for  a  new  van  type  ambulance,  and  will  recommend  that  the 
town  keep  the  old  ambulance  for  a  reserve  unit. 

With  the  co-operative  assistance  of  Chief  Robert  Hersey 
of  the  Dennis  Fire  Department  we  have  jointly  put  into  effect 
an  automatic  alarm  response  system  in  the  two  towns.  Dennis 
Fire  Department  will  automatically  respond  to  all  structure 
fires  in  an  assigned  area  of  West  Harwich.  Harwich  will 
reciprocate  by  responding  with  its  aerial  ladder  to  all  com¬ 
mercial  buildings  in  the  Dennisport  area.  I  believe  this  sys¬ 
tem  will  give  faster  and  greater  fire  protection  to  the  resi¬ 
dents  of  West  Harwich. 

The  program  of  building  inspections  has  been  very  effec¬ 
tive  in  reducing  many  fire  hazards,  and  the  possibilities  of 
serious  destruction  to  our  mercantile  areas.  All  persons  con¬ 
cerned  have  been  very  cooperative  and  will  realize  the 
effectiveness  of  this  program  as  time  passes.  It  is  our  purpose 
to  serve,  and  assist  you  in  any  problem  related  to  fire  protec¬ 
tion  and  suppression. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  of  the  officers  and  men  of  the  de¬ 
partment  for  their  cooperation  and  donation  of  time  during 
the  past  year,  to  members  and  Chiefs  of  other  Towns,  and 
to  the  Citizens  of  Harwich  for  their  cooperation.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

During  the  year  of  1971  this  Commission  has  come  in 
contact  with  a  great  many  of  the  citizens  of  this  Town.  We 
have  tried  to  deal  fairly  with  all  and  to  administer  the  funds 
entrusted  to  us  with  all  possible  economy. 

The  Recreation  Building  has  been  used  considerably  this 
year.  All  age  groups  have  been  served,  from  Brownie  Girl 
Scouts  to  Retired  Gentlemen.  In  all,  36  different  organiza¬ 
tions  have  met  there  and  11,524  persons  have  been  logged 
in  this  year. 

Whitehouse  Field  has  been  enriched  by  an  anonymous 
donor  who  gave  to  the  Town  an  electric  scoreboard  and  a 
scorekeeper’s  booth.  We  are  asking  the  Town’s  People  this 
year  for  funds  to  build  a  restroom  and  storage  building  there. 

The  Memorial  Squares  are  maintained  by  this  Commis¬ 
sion.  Our  Maintenance  Superintendent,  Mr.  Walter  Cahoon, 
takes  pride  in  keeping  them  beautiful.  Each  year  approxi¬ 
mately  60  geraniums  are  placed  on  the  squares  in  time  for 
Memorial  Day. 

Mr.  Bruce  MacPherson  has  done  a  fine  job  as  Director 
of  the  Summer  Recreational  Program  this  past  summer.  We 
feel  it  noteworthy  to  mention  that  all  six  members  of  1970’s 
instructional  squad  returned  in  1971  to  carry  on  the  Play¬ 
ground  and  Waterfront  activities  —  three  young  ladies  and 
three  young  men.  These  activities  included  swimming,  boat¬ 
ing,  lifesaving,  arts  and  crafts,  tennis  and  playground  games. 
Bruce  and  the  squad  deserve  special  thanks  for  the  extra 
chores  which  they  performed.  Before  the  program  com¬ 
menced  they  inspected  the  sports  equipment,  painted  and 
sanded  the  dock  at  Sand  Pond,  repaired  fences  and  benches, 
and  built  tennis  rebound  boards.  Much  of  this  was  done  on 
their  own  time. 

As  we  all  know,  the  population  of  our  Town  is  growing 
rapidly.  We  intend  to  meet  the  challenge  of  the  future  by 
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careful  planning,  keeping  in  mind  the  best  interests  of  the 
people.

Two  years  ago  we  instituted  a  speed  survey  on  a  number 
of  busy  streets  in  Town  and  during  the  past  year  with  the 
aid  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  and  the  Town  High¬ 
way  Department,  we  finally  secured  the  speed  signs  and  the 
streets  were  posted.  We  believe  that  these  signs  have  helped, 
but  accidents  still  continue  to  be  a  major  problem  in  this 
area.  Illegal  parking  seems  to  be  tapering  off  due  to  the  first 
offense  fine  for  this  violation,  although  we  do  have  areas 
near  the  public  beaches  which  are  still  problems. 

Narcotic  abuse  is  also  an  increasing  area  of  concern, 
especially  amongst  the  young.  We  are  of  the  firm  belief 
that  the  rise  in  various  crimes  is  largely  due  to  increased 
use  of  narcotics.  Crimes  such  as  breaking  and  entering, 
vandalism,  assaults  and  in  motor  vehicle  violations.  Our 
narcotics  Officer  has  been  extremely  busy  in  trying  to  stem 
the  tide  of  this  perplexing  problem.  I  believe  that  the  com¬ 
munity  must  help  in  solving  this  problem,  by  making  avail¬ 
able  all  resources  that  can  be  mounted  against  this  ever 
increasing  tide.  The  drug  takers  “are  bored,  in  pain,  frus¬ 
trated,  unable  to  enjoy,  or  are  alienated”.  Many  of  them  are 
in  need  of  professional  help. 

The  use  of  highly  trained  police  dogs  to  effect  a  reduc¬ 
tion  of  crime  and  violence  is  an  established  fact.  This  year 
for  the  first  time  we  instituted  a  K-9  unit,  thanks  to  the 
Harwich  Police  Association  which  donated  two  canines  to 
the  Town.  Each  K-9  unit  consists  of  a  highly  trained  police 
dog,  an  armed  and  uniformed  handler  and  a  fully  equipped 
marked  cruiser.  The  dogs  are  used  for  building  searches, 
crowd  control,  tracking  suspects  and  of  lost  persons,  seizure 
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of  armed  and  dangerous  persons,  narcotics  raids,  and  to 
assist  officers  in  trouble.  During  the  short  time  we  have  had 
our  two  dogs,  they  have  proven  their  worth  in  a  number  of 
cases,  including  assistance  to  surrounding  towns  in  the  appre¬ 
hension  of  suspects. 

My  sincere  thanks  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  various 
town  departments,  members  of  the  Police  Department,  as 
well  as  to  the  citizens  of  the  Town  for  their  cooperation  in 
the  past.

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Report  of  the  Waterways  Committee 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 

and  Residents  of  Harwich: 

Mr.  Richard  T.  Wales  who  had  been  Chairman  of  the 
Waterways  Committee  since  its  inception  eleven  years  ago 
submitted  his  resignation  on  May  1,  1971  to  the  Selectmen. 
It  was  with  great  regret  that  this  was  accepted.  Mr.  Wales 
through  his  untiring  efforts  over  the  years  and  his  guidance 
made  this  committee  one  that  has  accomplished  much  over 
these  years.  Due  to  his  knowledge  of  all  the  problems  that 
this  committee  has  had  to  solve  from  time  to  time  the  com¬ 
mittee  asked  him  to  serve  ex-officio  as  a  member  of  the  com¬ 
mittee.  Mr.  Russell  B.  Morgan  was  named  Chairman  to  re¬ 
place  Mr.  Wales. 

1971  has  been  a  year  of  progress.  The  Waterways  Com¬ 
mittee  has  continued  to  function  effectively,  meet  regularly 
and  has  continued  to  receive  a  high  degree  of  cooperation 
from  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  citizens  of  Harwich. 

The  Committee  and  the  Selectmen  have  had  several 
meetings  with  the  Massachusetts  Division  of  Waterways  dur¬ 
ing  the  year  to  finalize  the  necessary  repairs  and  adjust¬ 
ments  to  the  floats  and  other  equipment  before  the  town 
accepted  the  marina.  These  adjustments,  due  to  faulty  con¬ 
struction  were  settled  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  town  and 
the  Massachusetts  Division  of  Waterways.  There  was  some 
confusion  during  the  summer  months  while  these  repairs 
were  being  made.  Regardless  of  this,  the  operation  of  the 
marina  was  successful.  A  full  report  of  this  is  submitted  by 
the  Harbor  Master,  Sherrill  B.  Smith  whose  operation  of  the 
marina  has  been  highly  commended  by  many  of  the  citizens 
of  Harwich. 

The  outer  channel  at  Saquatucket  Harbor  will  be  dredged 
this  spring  by  the  U.S.  Corps  of  Engineers.  They  also  will  be 
constructing  a  new  breakwater  to  overcome  the  erosion  of 
the  beach  east  of  the  channel.  This  work  will  be  done  at  no 
cost  to  the  town  of  Harwich. 

To  those  of  you  who  have  visited  the  harbor  this  year, 
we  are  sure  that  you  will  agree  it  is  a  beautiful  sight,  with 
the  boats  moored  there,  and  the  ducks  and  geese  that  take 
over  when  they  are  being  fed. 
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This  year,  considering  the  inconvenience  caused  by  re¬ 
pairs  being  done,  the  marina  in  our  opinion  did  very  well 
financially.  Now  that  this  work  has  been  done  the  coming 
year  should  be  much  more  successful  financially. 

The  Selectmen  and  Waterways  Committee  are  trying  to 
acquire  more  land  at  Round  Cove  for  parking  purposes.  Re¬ 
pairs  to  the  floats  at  Round  Cove  will  be  necessary  as  this 
little  harbor  is  being  used  more  and  more  each  year.  This 
harbor  needs  dredging. 

We  have  discussed  the  installation  of  fuel  service  at  the 
marina.  The  outer  channel  at  Herring  River  is  expected  to 
be  dredged  this  spring.  One  of  the  most  current  needs  is  an 
adequate  boat  for  the  Harbor  Master  to  be  used  for  law  en¬ 
forcement,  salvage  and  service  uses  under  the  direction  of 
the  Harbor  Master.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Health 


The  year  1971  has  been  a  year  of  varied  activity  for  the 
Harwich  Board  of  Health.  Early  in  the  year  at  the  request 
of  Medicare,  the  Board,  in  meetings  with  the  Medical  Ad¬ 
visory  Committee,  reviewed  and  updated  the  contract  for 
Medicare  and  received  certification  for  1971-1972.  Much 
work  was  accomplished  by  the  Advisory  Committee  and  we 
greatly  appreciate  their  completion  of  this  task. 

Due  to  the  enactment  of  legislation  and  the  creation  of 
the  Southeastern  Massachusetts  Air  Pollution  Control  Dis¬ 
trict,  the  Board  was  faced  with  a  ban  on  outdoor  burning 
of  trees  and  brush  at  the  Disposal  Area  on  June  1st.  After 
discussions  with  contractors  and  citizens,  a  new  set  of  regu¬ 
lations  affecting  this  segment  of  the  Disposal  Area  was  writ¬ 
ten  and  adopted  on  September  30,  1971,  and  thanks  to  our 
fine  Superintendent,  the  transition  to  the  new  system  was 
handled  smoothly. 

We  contracted  for  a  wood  chipper  to  handle  this  burden 
of  volume,  and  the  experiment  helped  the  Board  determine 
that  the  problem  can  best  be  handled  by  the  reduction  of 
the  waste  to  more  readily  compactible  chips.  Improvements 
to  the  front  entrance,  of  a  new  fence,  and  the  utilization  of 
the  chips  has  given  our  Disposal  Area  a  new  “face.” 

Tires  for  the  loader  at  the  Disposal  Area  continue  to 
present  a  high  maintenance  cost  figure,  and  the  Board  feels 
that  in  1972,  we  will  purchase  two  foam-filled  punctureiess 
tires  to  reduce  the  cost  for  repairs. 

Continuing  a  program  started  previously,  town  em¬ 
ployees  were  again  given  flu  shots  by  our  dedicated  nurses, 
Mrs.  Mary  Scannell,  R.N.  and  Mrs.  Katherine  Kelly,  R.N., 
and  were  assisted  by  Dr.  Arthur  D’Elia,  our  Board  of  Health 
physician. 

The  following  communicable  diseases  were  reported  to 
the  Board  and  the  prescribed  precautions  were  taken:  one 
meningitis,  one  hepatitis,  and  one  chicken  pox.  We  will,  ac¬ 
cording  to  established  practice,  again  offer  a  rabies  vaccine 
program  for  1972  and  furnish  notice  of  dates  for  those  in¬ 
terested  dog  owners. 
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In  1971,  the  Beach  Cleaning  Contract  was  divided  into 
two  bids,  one  for  refuse  pick-up  and  one  for  beach  cleaning. 
Plans  for  1972  will  provide  for  daily  cleaning  of  refuse  and 
seaweed.  There  were  5,984  beach  stickers  sold  at  the  Police 
Station  by  Mrs.  Lillian  Rogers  and  Mrs.  Marguerite  Root, 
and  961  daily  stickers  sold  at  Red  River  Beach  for  a  total  of 
6,945  with  50  refunds.  Mr.  Urquhart  did  a  fine  job  coordinat¬ 
ing  schedules  for  personnel  and  maintenance. 

During  the  year,  many  subdivisions  were  examined  for 
Board  of  Health  conformity,  and  demonstrated  the  need  for 
review  of  our  current  Sanitary  Sewerage  Disposal  Code.  A 
great  deal  of  research  and  review  of  current  data  will  be  re¬ 
quired  to  complete  a  comprehensive  plan  for  the  future. 

Our  thanks  to  our  Board  of  Health  Agent,  Mr.  Donald 
Stanford,  County  Sanitarians,  Mr.  Richard  Sturtevant  and 
Mr.  Ron  Gifford,  and  District  Health  Officer,  Mr.  Paul  Ander¬ 
son.

1971  Annual  Report 


This  has  been  a  year  of  self  evaluation,  proposals,  growth 
and  change  as  well  as  involvement  in  community  planning 
group.  Each  department  worker  in  reviewing  accomplish¬ 
ments,  has  expressed  the  need  for  unification  of  county-wide 
services  in  his  own  field;  there  continues  to  be  duplication, 
fragmentation  and  unequal  distribution  of  services.  This  is 
based  on  the  variety  of  authority  and  structure  of  public  and 
private  agencies  in  the  15  towns.  In  Environmental  Health, 
Medical  Social  Work,  Nursing  and  Dental  Health  all  have 
outlined  an  upper,  mid  and  lower  Cape  staffing  pattern 
using  experienced  staff  and  junior  workers.  These  areas 
would  have  planned  supervision,  clerical  service,  personnel 
and  service  policies  and  provision  for  substitute  coverage 
during  absences.  Priority  in  planning  will  be  given  to  the 
following:  strengthening  of  staff  members  and  services  in 
Environmental  Health,  Medical  Social  Work,  and  the  re¬ 
classification  of  staff  positions. 

Environmental  Health:  More  requests  are  being  made  for 
water  chemistry  because  of  the  public’s  awareness  of  eco¬ 
logical  and  pollution  problems;  more  inspections  of  food  es¬ 
tablishments,  and  of  day  care  centers,  continue  to  be  needed. 
Workshops  on  a  regular  basis  have  been  begun  so  that  Health 
Agents  and  Department  Staff  can  share  problems  and  can 
jointly  engage  other  consultant  help. 

Nursing,  Dental  and  Medical  Social  Work:  Again  the 
number  of  workers  in  school  health  services  has  increased 
as  school  population  increased.  Consultation  has  increased 
to  schools  and  home  health  agencies  where  new  nurses  and 
health  aides  have  been  employed.  The  state  clinic  program 
for  handicapped  children  has  been  transferred  to  the 
county  for  full  management,  and  three  new  positions  are 
state  funded:  that  of  physical  therapist,  developmental  thera¬ 
pist  and  head  clerk.  Their  talents  and  time  are  also  offered 
to  licensed  day  care  centers  in  a  consultant  capacity  and 
to  schools. 

The  County  Health  Officer,  Miss  Mary  Susich,  an¬ 
nounced  her  retirement  as  of  the  end  of  the  year.  Because 
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of  her  planning  and  because  of  motivation  of  staff  and  asso¬ 
ciates,  the  department  will  continue  to  work  toward  the  im¬ 
provement  of  services  throughout  the  county.

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Report  of  the  Highway  Surveyor 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  to  the  Citizens. of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

The  Highway  Department  has  had  a  very  progressive 
year. 

In  the  past  we  have  had  serious  drainage  problems  in 
the  Town.  Many  of  these  problems  have  been  eliminated  by 
installing  basins,  obtaining  drainage  easements  to  permit 
proper  drains  on  private  property,  by  correcting  the  eleva¬ 
tion  of  the  road,  and  by  installing  aprons  and  berms.  We 
have  oiled  approximately  3.25  miles  of  road  and  have  hot- 
mixed  approximately  3.4  miles.  We  have  rebuilt  and  installed 
sidewalks  on  a  portion  of  Main  Street,  West  Harwich,  and 
on  South  Street.  We  have  made  and  installed  many  road 
signs,  cut  brush,  patrolled  roads,  swept  roads,  removed  snow, 
and  many  other  miscellaneous  jobs. 

This  department  is  stressing  a  better  communications 
policy  between  the  different  Town  departments.  By  this  it 
should  prove  beneficial  to  the  department  and  to  the  tax¬ 
payer. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  personnel  of  this  department, 
the  employees  of  other  Town  departments  as  well  as  the 
department  heads  for  the  cooperation  and  assistance  received 
by  me  this  year.  '  ;

(i)  The  following  provisions  shall  apply  to  the  location, 
the  design,  and  method  of  applying  for  building  permits  for 
all  multi-family  dwellings  which  shall  include  all  motels,  ho¬ 
tels  and  apartments  wherever  provided  for  in  this  By-Law: 

To  amend  the  Protective  By-Law  of  the  Town  of  Harwich 
under  Section  3,  General,  by  deleting  Paragraph  1.  LOT 
AREA,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  a  new  Paragraph  1, 
which  will  read  as  follows: 

1.  Location 

Motels,  Hotels,  and  apartment  buildings  shall  be  known 
as  Multifamily  Dwellings.  All  lots  on  which  are  situated 
multifamily  dwellings  shall  front  on  an  Arterial  or  Collector 
street,  and  be  so  located  and  designed  that  egress  does  not 
create  hazard  or  create  substantial  increase  in  traffic  on  any 
minor  street  or  lane. 

Multifamily  Dwellings  shall  be  permitted  only  where 
there  is  a  minimal  danger  of  pollution  owing  to  sewage  dis¬ 
posal,  and  where  the  increased  rate  of  storm  water  runoff  fol¬ 
lowing  development  will  not  cause  harm  to  the  environs. 

The  site  shall  be  so  designed  that  visibility  of  parking 
areas  from  public  ways  is  minimized,  outdoor  lighting  and 
lighting  of  parking  areas  avoids  glare  on  adjoining  proper¬ 
ties;  major  topographic  changes  or  removal  of  existing  trees 
are  avoided;  and  effective  use  is  made  of  topography,  land¬ 
scaping,  and  building  placement  so  as  to  maintain,  to  a  de¬ 
gree  feasible,  the  character  of  the  neighborhood  and  existing 
water  views  from  public  ways  and  developed  properties. 

To  amend  the  Protective  By-Law  of  the  Town  of  Harwich 
under  Section  3,  General,  by  deleting  Paragraph  2.  DENSITY 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof,  a  new  Paragraph  2,  which  will 
read  as  follows: 

2.  Lot  Area  and  Yard  Dimensions 

Multifamily  dwelling  connected  to  a  public  water  system 
shall  provide  lot  area  of  at  least  4,000  square  feet  per  dwelling 
unit,  plus  500  square  feet  per  bedroom.  Where  without  con¬ 
nection  to  a  public  water  system,  they  shall  provide  lot  area 
of  at  least  8,000  square  feet  per  dwelling  unit  plus  500  square 
feet  per  bedroom.  The  total  units  erected  shall  not  be  closer 
than  60  feet  from  any  property  or  street  side  line  or  boundary. 
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To  amend  the  Protective  By-Law  of  the  Town  of  Harwich 
under  Section  3,  General,  by  deleting  Paragraph  3,  LOT 
FRONTAGES,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof,  a  new  Para¬ 
graph  3,  which  will  read  as  follows: 

3.  Lot  Frontages 

Any  Multifamily  dwellings,  including  hotels,  motels  or 
apartment  houses  hereafter  erected  shall  be  located  on  a  lot 
having  at  least  100  feet  frontage  on  an  Arterial  or  Collector 
Street. 

To  delete  from  the  Protective  By-Law  of  the  Town  of 
Harwich  under  Section  3,  General,  Paragraph  4  MAXIMUM 
BUILDING  COVERAGE. 

To  amend  the  Protective  By-Law  of  the  Town  of  Harwich 
under  Section  3,  General,  by  deleting  Paragraph  5  MAXIMUM 
BUILDING  HEIGHT,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  Para¬ 
graph  4,  which  will  read  as  follows: 

4.  Maximum  Building  Height 

The  maximum  height  of  any  multifamily  dwelling  includ¬ 
ing  motels,  hotels,  or  apartment  buildings  shall  be  two  stories. 
For  each  group  of  five  (5)  multifamily  dwelling,  motel,  hotel 
or  apartment  building  units  above  the  ground  floor  a  separate 
and  independent  stairway  or  direct  access  to  the  ground  for 
fire  exit  purposes  shall  be  provided. 

To  delete  from  the  Protective  By-Law  of  the  Town  of 
Harwich  under  Section  3,  General,  Paragraph  6.  YARD  DI¬ 
MENSIONS  : 

To  amend  the  Protective  By-Law  of  the  Town  of  Harwich 
under  Section  3,  General,  by  deleting  Paragraph  7  PARKING 
REQUIREMENTS  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  Paragraph  5, 
which  will  read  as  follows: 

5.  Parking  Requirements 

Automobile  parking  space  shall  be  provided  on  the  lot 
upon  which  any  multifamily  dwelling,  motel,  hotel  or  apart¬ 
ment  building  is  erected  at  the  ratio  of  one  and  one-quarter 
(1^4)  parking  spaces  for  each  dwelling  unit.  Each  parking 
space  shall  be  at  least  10  feet  in  width  and  20  feet  in  length 
and  shall  be  delineated  by  a  painted  line  or  other  visible 
markings.  The  parking  area  shall  be  set  back  10  feet  from  the 
property  line. 

To  amend  the  Protective  By-Law  of  the  Town  of  Harwich 
under  Section  3,  General,  by  deleting  Paragraph  8  SITE  PLAN 
APPROVAL  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  Paragraph  6,  which 
will  read  as  follows: 
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6.  Site  Plan  Approval 

A  site  plan  for  each  proposed  multifamily  dwelling,  mo¬ 
tels,  hotels  or  apartment  buildings  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  with  the  request  for  a  building  permit. 
Said  site  plan  shall  show,  among  other  things,  all  existing 
and  proposed  buildings,  structures,  parking  spaces,  driveway 
openings,  driveways,  service  areas,  and  other  open  uses,  all 
facilities  for  sewage,  refuse  and  other  waste  disposal  and  for 
surface  water  drainage,  and  all  landscape  features  (such  as 
fences,  walls,  planting  areas  and  walks  on  the  lot).  Three  (3) 
copies  of  the  site  plan  shall  be  filed  with  the  Board  of  Select¬ 
men,  one  (1)  of  which  shall  be  forwarded  forthwith  to  the 
Planning  Board  for  its  review  and  recommendations. 

In  reviewing  a  site  plan,  the  Planning  Board  and  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  shall  consider,  among  other  things,  the 
following: 

(a)  Protection  of  adjoining  premises  and  the  general 
neighborhood  from  any  detrimental  use  of  the  lot. 

(b)  Convenience  and  safety  of  vehicular  and  pedestrian 
movement  within  the  site  in  relation  to  adjacent  streets, 
properties  or  improvements. 

(c)  Adequacy  of  the  methods  of  disposal  for  sewage, 
refuse  and  other  wastes  and  of  the  methods  of  drainage  and 
surface  water. 

(d)  Provision  for  off-street  loading  and  unloading  of 
vehicles  incidental  to  the  servicing  of  the  buildings  and  re¬ 
lated  uses  on  the  lot. 

(e)  Adequacy  of  all  other  municipal  facilities  relative 
to  fire  and  police  protection,  education,  recreation  and  other 
municipal  services. 

(f)  The  Planning  Board  shall  make  its  report  and 
recommendations  on  the  site  plan  in  writing  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  within  thirty  (30)  days  after  the  hearing  before 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  if  it  shall  fail  to  do  so,  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  may  act  without  such  report  and  recommenda¬ 
tion. 

A.  Regulations  are  displayed  for  existing  districts  plus  new 

districts. 

B.  Except  for  Shopping  Centers,  Industrial  Complexes, 

Municipal  facilities  and  Public  Utilities,  only  one  princi¬ 
pal  structure  shall  be  permitted  on  one  lot. 
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C.  The  following  are  exceptions  to  the  minimum  yard  di¬ 
mensions  indicated  in  the  table,  but  does  not  apply  to 
Multifamily  dwellings: 

1.  A  corner  lot  shall  have  minimuim  set-back  from 
streets  which  shall  be  the  same  as  the  required  front 
yard  dimensions  for  the  adjoining  lots. 

2.  A  side  yard  which  is  used  for  a  driveway  shall  have  a 
minimum  width  of  12  feet. 

3.  Side  yards  shall  be  as  indicated  in  table  except  in 
Commercial  Districts  where  set-back  has  already  been 
established  by  existing  buildings  or  structures.  Estab¬ 
lished  set-back  distance  may  then  be  accepted. 

4.  At  each  end  of  a  through  lot,  there  shall  be  a  setback 
depth  required  which  is  equal  to  the  front  yard  depth 
required  for  the  District  in  which  each  street  frontage 
is  located. 

5.  Projections  into  required  yards  or  other  required  open 
spaces  are  permitted  subject  to  the  following: 

(a)  Balcony  or  bay  window,  limited  in  total  length  to 
one-half  the  length  of  the  building,  projecting 
not  more  than  two  feet. 

(b)  Open  terrace  or  steps  or  stoop,  under  4  feet  in 
height,  up  to  one-half  of  the  required  yard  set¬ 
back. 

(c)  Steps  or  stoop  over  4  feet  in  height,  windowsill, 
chimney,  roof  eave,  fire  escape,  fire  tower,  storm 
enclosure,  or  similar  architectural  features,  pro¬ 
jecting  not  more  than  two  feet. 

D.  In  Commercial  Highway  and  Shopping  Center  Districts, 
multifamily  dwellings,  dwellings,  apartment  buildings, 
motels  and  hotels  will  have  60  feet  from  street  set-back, 
60  feet  side  yard  and  60  feet  rear  yard  set-back. 

Gasoline  Service  Stations  and  Drive-In  Uses.  Gasoline 
service  stations,  drive-in  restaurants,  open  car  lots,  and 
similar  drive-in  open  air  uses,  shall  conform  with  the  fol¬ 
lowing  requirements,  in  addition  to  other  applicable  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  by-law. 

1.  The  minimum  lot  area  shall  be  30,000  square  feet  with 
a  minimum  street  frontage  of  not  less  than  120  feet. 

2.  The  maximum  width  of  driveways  shall  be  36  feet,  the 
minimum  width  shall  be  10  feet  and  no  driveway  shall 
be  closer  than  20  feet  to  any  corner  lot  line,  10  feet

from  any  side  lot  line,  or  less  than  40  feet  from  an¬ 
other  driveway  serving  the  lot. 

3.  All  illumination  on  outdoor  buildings  or  areas  shall  be 
effectively  shielded  so  as  not  to  shine  upon  properties 
in  residential  districts. 

To  amend  the  protective  By-Law  of  the  Town  of  Harwich 
under  Section  3,  General,  by  adding  a  new  paragraph,  Para¬ 
graph  7  DEFINITIONS  which  shall  read  as  follows: 

7.  Definitions 

Dwelling  Unit  —  Living  quarters  for  a  single  family  and  not 
more  than  two  boarders  or  lodgers,  with  cooking,  living, 
sanitary  and  sleeping  facilities  independent  of  any  other 
unit. 

Dwelling  Multifamily  —  Three  or  more  dwelling  units  on  a 
single  lot,  irrespective  of  structure  type,  ownership  or 
tenure. 

Collector  street  or  road  —  Shall  mean  any  street  or  road 
other  than  a  minor  street  or  road.  It  shall  include  the 
terms  “collector  (road  or  street)”  and  arterial  (road  or 
street). 

Arterial  street  or  road  —  Shall  mean  a  major  street  or  road 
whose  primary  function  is  the  carrying  of  traffic  between 
neighborhoods,  between  towns  or  between  regions, 
and  to  act  fully  thereon.

the  device  is  located,  including  any  building  surfaces  other 
than  windows  which  are  internally  illuminated  or  decorated 
with  gaseous  tube  or  other  lights.  The  following,  however, 
shall  not  be  considered  signs  within  the  context  of  this  by¬ 
law: 

A-l  a)  Flags  and  insignia  of  any  government  except  when 
displayed  in  connection  with  commercial  promotion. 

b)  Legal  notices,  or  informational  signs  erected  or  re¬ 
quired  by  government  bodies. 

c)  temporary  signs  erected  for  a  charitable  or  religious 
cause. 

d)  temporary  signs  inside  display  windows,  covering 
not  more  than  30  percent  of  window  area,  illumin¬ 
ated  by  building  illumination  only. 

e)  standard  gasoline  pumps  bearing  thereon  in  usual 
size  and  form  the  name,  type,  and  price  of  gasoline. 

f)  integral  decorative  or  architectural  features  of 
building,  except  letters,  trademarks,  moving  parts, 
or  parts  internally  illumniated  or  decorated  with 
gaseous  tube  or  other  lights. 

g)  signs  guiding  and  directing  traffic  and  parking,  not 
exceeding  2  sq.  ft.  in  area,  and  bearing  no  advertis¬ 
ing  matter. 
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h)  name  of  owner  not  over  6"  x  24" 

i)  Quarter  Boards

k)  ladder 

B.  Sign  Area:  The  entire  area  within  a  regular  geometric 
form  or  combinations  of  regular  geometric  forms  comprising 
all  of  the  display  area  of  the  sign  and  including  all  of  the 
elements  of  the  matter  displayed.  One  side  only  of  flat,  back 
to  back  signs  shall  be  counted.  Frames  and  structural  mem¬ 
bers  not  bearing  advertising  matter  shall  not  be  included  in 
computation  of  sign  area  unless  these  elements  are  internally 
or  decoratively  lighted. 

C.  Sign  Regulations : 

C-l  No  sign  or  part  of  any  sign  shall  flash  or  move. 

C-2  Signs  shall  be  illuminated  only  by  internal  illumin¬ 
ation  or  steady  stationary,  shielded  light  directed 
solely  at  the  sign,  without  causing  glare  for  motor¬ 
ists,  pedestrians  or  neighboring  premises.  If  in¬ 
ternally  illuminated,  signs  shall  not  exceed  80%  of 
the  sign  area  permitted  in  Section  D. 

C-3  Only  signs  pertaining  to  the  premises  on  which 
they  are  located  or  to  products,  accommodations, 
services  or  activities  on  the  premises  shall  be  al¬ 
lowed.  However,  an  off-premises  directional  sign 
without  internal  illumination  and  not  exceeding 
six  (6)  square  feet  may  be  allowed  in  any  non-resi- 
dential  district  on  Special  Permit  from  the  Board 
of  Appeals  upon  their  determination  that  such  will 
serve  the  public  convenience  without  detriment  to 
the  neighborhood.

(1)  Oppose  the  act  authorizing  and  taxing  of  exhibi¬ 
tion  of  Jai-Alai  within  the  County  of  Barnstable,  at  which 
the  Pari-Mutual  System  of  betting  shall  be  permitted. 

(2)  Direct  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  do  everything  they 
reasonably  can  to  prevent  such  an  act  from  being  passed  to 
enable  any  form  of  Jai-Alai  in  the  County  of  Barnstable. 

(3)  Also  direct  the  Selectmen  of  Harwich  to  do  every¬ 
thing  which  is  practical  and  reasonable  to  try  to  create  a 
united  opposition  to  the  passage  of  such  an  act. 

(4)  Direct  the  Selectmen  to  do  what  is  reasonable  and 
practicable  to  keep  themselves  informed  concerning  all  fu¬ 
ture  steps  which  may  be  taken  or  proposed  to  the  passage  of 
such  an  act  and  to  keep  the  citizens  of  the  Town  informed 
with  respect  to  such  steps  or  proposed  steps. 

(5)  Direct  the  member  and  alternate  from  the  Town  of 
Harwich  on  the  Cape  Cod  Planning  and  Economic  Develop¬ 
ment  Commission  to  take  note  of  this  resolution  and  to  take 
appropriate  action  at  the  meeting  of  said  Commission.

Article  70.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
Protective  By-Law  of  the  Town  of  Harwich  under  Section  3, 
General,  by  deleting  paragraph  (c)  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  a  new  paragraph  (c)  which  will  read  as  follows: 

(c)  Any  dwelling  hereafter  erected  in  any  district  shall 
be  located  on  a  lot  having  a  frontage  of  not  less  than  one  hun¬ 
dred  (100)  feet  on  a  street  or  way,  provided  that  one  dwell¬ 
ing  may  be  erected  on  a  lot  having  a  lesser  frontage  where 
said  lot  existed  at  the  time  this  By-Law  is  adopted,  and  did 
not  adjoin  other  land  of  the  same  owner  available  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  said  lot  and  to  act  fully  thereon. 

This  amendment  to  the  By-Laws  shall  not  apply  to  any 
lot  shown  on  a  Subdivision  Plan  approved  by  the  Harwich 
Planning  Board  prior  to  enactment  of  this  amendment.

(i)  The  following  provisions  shall  apply  to  the  location, 
the  design,  and  method  of  applying  for  building  permits  for 
all  multi-family  dwellings  which  shall  include  all  motels,  ho¬ 
tels  and  apartments  wherever  provided  for  in  this  By-Law: 

To  amend  the  Protective  By-Law  of  the  Town  of  Harwich 
under  Section  3,  General,  by  deleting  Paragraph  1.  LOT 
AREA,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  a  new  Paragraph  1, 
which  will  read  as  follows: 

1.  Location 

Motels,  Hotels,  and  apartment  buildings  shall  be  known 
as  Multifamily  Dwellings.  All  lots  on  which  are  situated 
multifamily  dwellings  shall  front  on  an  Arterial  or  Collector 
street,  and  be  so  located  and  designed  that  egress  does  not 
create  hazard  or  create  substantial  increase  in  traffic  on  any 
minor  street  or  lane. 
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Multifamily  Dwellings  shall  be  permitted  only  where 
there  is  a  minimal  danger  of  pollution  owing  to  sewage  dis¬ 
posal,  and  where  the  increased  rate  of  storm  water  runoff  fol¬ 
lowing  development  will  not  cause  harm  to  the  environs. 

The  site  shall  be  so  designed  that  visibility  of  parking 
areas  from  public  ways  is  minimized,  outdoor  lighting  and 
lighting  of  parking  areas  avoids  glare  on  adjoining  proper¬ 
ties;  major  topographic  changes  or  removal  of  existing  trees 
are  avoided;  and  effective  use  is  made  of  topography,  land¬ 
scaping,  and  building  placement  so  as  to  maintain,  to  a  de¬ 
gree  feasible,  the  character  of  the  neighborhood  and  existing 
water  views  from  public  ways  and  developed  properties. 

To  amend  the  Protective  By-Law  of  the  Town  of  Harwich 
under  Section  3,  General,  by  deleting  Paragraph  2.  DENSITY 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof,  a  new  Paragraph  2,  which  will 
read  as  follows: 

2.  Lot  Area  and  Yard  Dimensions 

Multifamily  dwelling  connected  to  a  public  water  system 
shall  provide  lot  area  of  at  least  4,000  square  feet  per  dwelling 
unit,  plus  500  square  feet  per  bedroom.  Where  without  con¬ 
nection  to  a  public  water  system,  they  shall  provide  lot  area 
of  at  least  8,000  square  feet  per  dwelling  unit  plus  500  square 
feet  per  bedroom.  The  total  units  erected  shall  not  be  closer 
than  60  feet  from  any  property  or  street  side  line  or  boundary.

Any  Multifamily  dwellings,  including  hotels,  motels  or 
apartment  houses  hereafter  erected  shall  be  located  on  a  lot 
having  at  least  100  feet  frontage  on  an  Arterial  or  Collector 
Street. 

To  delete  from  the  Protective  By-Law  of  the  Town  of 
Harwich  under  Section  3,  General,  Paragraph  4  MAXIMUM 
BUILDING  COVERAGE.

MENSIONS  :

REQUIREMENTS  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  Paragraph  5, 
which  will  read  as  follows: 

5.  Parking  Requirements 

Automobile  parking  space  shall  be  provided  on  the  lot 
upon  which  any  multifamily  dwelling,  motel,  hotel  or  apart¬ 
ment  building  is  erected  at  the  ratio  of  one  and  one-quarter 
(IV4)  parking  spaces  for  each  dwelling  unit.  Each  parking 
space  shall  be  at  least  10  feet  in  width  and  20  feet  in  length 
and  shall  be  delineated  by  a  painted  line  or  other  visible 
markings.

A  site  plan  for  each  proposed  multifamily  dwelling,  mo¬ 
tels,  hotels  or  apartment  buildings  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  with  the  request  for  a  building  permit. 
Said  site  plan  shall  show,  among  other  things,  all  existing 
and  proposed  buildings,  structures,  parking  spaces,  driveway 
openings,  driveways,  service  areas,  and  other  open  uses,  all 
facilities  for  sewage,  refuse  and  other  waste  disposal  and  for 
surface  water  drainage,  and  all  landscape  features  (such  as 
fences,  walls,  planting  areas  and  walks  on  the  lot).  Three  (3) 
copies  of  the  site  plan  shall  be  filed  with  the  Board  of  Select¬ 
men,  one  (1)  of  which  shall  be  forwarded  forthwith  to  the 
Planning  Board  for  its  review  and  recommendations. 

In  reviewing  a  site  plan,  the  Planning  Board  and  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  shall  consider,  among  other  things,  the 
following: 

(a)  Protection  of  adjoining  premises  and  the  general 
neighborhood  from  any  detrimental  use  of  the  lot. 
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(b)  Convenience  and  safety  of  vehicular  and  pedestrian 
movement  within  the  site  in  relation  to  adjacent  streets, 
properties  or  improvements. 

(c)  Adequacy  of  the  methods  of  disposal  for  sewage, 
refuse  and  other  wastes  and  of  the  methods  of  drainage  and 
surface  water. 

(d)  Provision  for  off-street  loading  and  unloading  of 
vehicles  incidental  to  the  servicing  of  the  buildings  and  re¬ 
lated  uses  on  the  lot. 

(e)  Adequacy  of  all  other  municipal  facilities  relative 
to  fire  and  police  protection,  education,  recreation  and  other 
municipal  services. 

(f)  The  Planning  Board  shall  make  its  report  and 
recommendations  on  the  site  plan  in  writing  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  within  thirty  (30)  days  after  the  hearing  before 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  if  it  shall  fail  to  do  so,  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  may  act  without  such  report  and  recommenda¬ 
tion. 


TABLE  OF  AREA  AND  BULK  REGULATIONS  (a)

4.  At  each  end  of  a  through  lot,  there  shall  be  a  setback 
depth  required  which  is  equal  to  the  front  yard  depth 
required  for  the  District  in  which  each  street  frontage 
is  located. 

5.  Projections  into  required  yards  or  other  required  open 
spaces  are  permitted  subject  to  the  following: 

(a)  Balcony  or  bay  window,  limited  in  total  length  to 
one-half  the  length  of  the  building,  projecting 
not  more  than  two  feet. 

(b)  Open  terrace  or  steps  or  stoop,  under  4  feet  in 
height,  up  to  one-half  of  the  required  yard  set¬ 
back. 

(c)  Steps  or  stoop  over  4  feet  in  height,  windowsill, 
chimney,  roof  eave,  fire  escape,  fire  tower,  storm 
enclosure,  or  similar  architectural  features,  pro¬ 
jecting  not  more  than  two  feet. 

D.  In  Commercial  Highway  and  Shopping  Center  Districts, 
multifamily  dwellings,  dwellings,  apartment  buildings, 
motels  and  hotels  will  have  60  feet  from  street  set-back, 
60  feet  side  yard  and  60  feet  rear  yard  set-back. 

Gasoline  Service  Stations  and  Drive-In  Uses.  Gasoline 
service  stations,  drive-in  restaurants,  open  car  lots,  and 
similar  drive-in  open  air  uses,  shall  conform  with  the  fol¬ 
lowing  requirements,  in  addition  to  other  applicable  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  by-law.

Dwelling  Multifamily  —  Three  or  more  dwelling  units  on  a 
single  lot,  irrespective  of  structure  type,  ownership  or 
tenure. 

Collector  street  or  road  —  Shall  mean  any  street  or  road 
other  than  a  minor  street  or  road.  It  shall  include  the 
terms  “collector  (road  or  street)”  and  arterial  (road  or 
street). 

Arterial  street  or  road  —  Shall  mean  a  major  street  or  road 
whose  primary  function  is  the  carrying  of  traffic  between 
neighborhoods,  between  towns  or  between  regions, 
and  to  act  fully  thereon.

Application  for  a  permit  may  be  made  by  submitting  a 
preliminary  sketch  of  the  sign  in  question  to  the  Building 
Inspector  indicating: 

1.  The  dimensions. 

2.  Materials  to  be  used. 

3.  Method  of  fabrication. 

4.  Lettering  and  wording. 

5.  Color  of  letters  and  background. 

6.  Place  and  type  of  installation  and  fastening. 

7.  Method  of  lighting  (if  any). 

The  Building  Inspector  will  issue  permits  providing  that 
the  following  criteria  are  strictly  adhered  to: 

1.  The  safety  of  the  public  is  in  no  way  endangered. 

2.  Proper  methods  of  fastening  or  implanting  are  employed. 

3.  No  fluorescent  paint  is  used. 

4.  There  shall  be  no  flashing  lights  or  moving  parts  in  any 
sign,  nor  may  the  sign  itself  move. 

5.  There  shall  be  only  indirect  or  reflective  illumination. 

6.  Internal  illumination  will  be  allowed  only  upon  determi¬ 
nation  by  the  Building  Inspector  that  such  illumination 
will  not  be  distractive  to  motorists  nor  unduly  objection¬ 
able  to  neighboring  property. 

7.  The  historical  and  traditional  nature  of  Harwich  should 
be  reflected  in  every  possible  manner. 
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B.  RESIDENTIAL  AREAS 

a.  The  following  signs  may  be  erected  and  maintained  in 
areas  zoned  “Residential”  (not  requiring  permits) : 

1.  Signs  at  property  entrances  or  upon  residences  which  in¬ 
dicate  the  resident’s  name,  and/or  the  name  of  the 
property,  and/or  the  street  number  of  the  property  not 
exceeding  3  square  feet  in  size,  but  no  such  sign  shall 
identify  a  business,  profession  or  occupation. 

2.  Quarter  boards  of  the  type  common  to  Cape  Cod. 

3.  “Ladder  type”  directional  signs  with  individual  sections 
not  larger  than  4  inches  by  24  inches  at  locations  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  Harwich  Highway  Surveyor. 

4.  Traffic  or  other  directional  signs  owned  and  installed  by 
a  governmental  agency. 

b.  In  areas  zoned  Residential  no  commercial  sign  of  any 
size,  type,  or  design  may  be  erected. 

C.  COMMERCIAL  AND  INDUSTRIAL  AREA: 

In  these  areas  there  will  be  allowed  one  sign  for  each 
building  and  one  sign  for  each  business  or  enterprise  con¬ 
tained  therein  provided  that: 

1.  The  total  surface  area  for  signs  for  any  one  business 
does  not  exceed  84  square  feet. 

2.  The  largest  sign  located  on  or  off  the  premises  does  not 
exceed  64  square  feet. 

3.  If  a  building  houses  more  than  one  business  activity  or 
professional  office;  or  there  is  an  integrated  group  of 
buildings  housing  more  than  a  single  business  activity 
or  professional  office;  each  individual  business  or  office 
may  have  a  sign  not  exceeding  20  square  feet  of  surface 
area,  and  in  addition  there  may  be  a  single  sign  not  to 
exceed  64  square  feet  of  surface  area  related  to  a  busi¬ 
ness  or  businesses  in  such  a  building  or  group  of  build¬ 
ings. 

4.  No  sign  whether  attached  to  a  building  or  free-standing 
shall  rise  above  the  height  of  the  peak  of  the  building 
to  which  it  refers,  or  if  it  is  off  premises  it  shall  not  rise 
above  the  height  of  the  building  closest  to  its  location, 
or  not  more  than  a  height  of  25  feet. 

5.  Traffic  or  other  directional  signs  owned  and  installed  by 
a  government  agency  are  allowed  without  permit. 

6.  “Open”  signs  not  exceeding  3  square  feet  in  size  are 
allowed  without  permit.

D.  IN  ALL  AREAS : 

1.  Signs  of  a  temporary  nature,  such  as  those  used  to  ad¬ 
vertise  sales  or  other  promotions  in  grocery  stores,  fish 
markets,  florists,  vegetable  stands,  liquor  stores,  hard¬ 
ware  stores,  cleaners,  and  the  like  may  be  posted  only 
inside  the  building  housing  the  sale  or  promotion,  and 
require  no  permit. 

2.  Posters  or  other  temporary  signs  used  to  advertise  the 
sale  or  rental  of  Real  Estate  or  for  charitable  or  political 
activities  are  permitted,  provided  that  they  do  not  ex¬ 
ceed  3  square  feet  in  surface  area,  have  no  flashing 
lights  or  moving  parts,  are  not  distractive  to  motorists, 
require  no  permit. 

3.  Off-premise  signs  of  a  descriptive  or  directional  nature 
offering  real  estate  for  sale  or  rent  or  lease  are  not  per¬ 
mitted  in  any  area. 

4.  Signs  of  public  conveniences  such  as  for  telephones,  first 
aid,  and  rest  rooms,  are  permitted  without  permit  pro¬ 
vided  that  they  do  not  exceed  3  square  feet  in  surface 
area. 

E.  EXISTING  SIGNS: 

Any  lawful  signs  existing  at  the  time  this  by-law  is  adop¬ 
ted  may  be  continued,  even  though  such  sign  does  not  con¬ 
form  to  the  provisions  of  this  by-law,  except  that  signs  cur¬ 
rently  having  flashing  lights,  or  moving  parts,  or  moving 
signs,  or  signs  made  with  fluorescent  paints  and  off-premise 
descriptive  or  directional  signs  offering  real  estate,  must 
come  into  compliance  with  this  by-law  within  six  months 
of  its  enactment  as  to  these  mentioned  features. 

F.  ENFORCEMENT: 

This  by-law  shall  be  administered  by  the  Building  In¬ 
spector;  he  shall  approve  no  application  of  any  kind,  plans 
or  specifications  which  are  not  in  conformity  with  this  by¬ 
law. 


G.  PENALTY:

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Report  of  the  Water  Department 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

Herewith  for  your  consideration  is  the  35th  Annual 
Report  of  the  Water  Department  for  the  year  ending  Decem¬ 
ber  31,  1971. 

In  order  to  constantly  provide  satisfactory  service  to  its 
customers  it  is  necessary  for  a  Water  Department  to  antici¬ 
pate  future  demands.  Long  Range  Planning  is  the  solution 
in  meeting  this  challenge  and,  financed  by  a  bond  issue 
authorized  by  a  vote  of  the  townspeople  at  the  1968  Annual 
Town  Meeting,  we  have  followed  the  program  designed  by 
Whitman  &  Howard,  Consulting  Engineers,  to  make  our 
water  system  adequate  in  the  years  ahead. 

In  earlier  reports,  we  have  brought  to  your  attention  the 
progress  made  against  Long  Range  Planning  and  this  year 
we  have  nearly  completed  those  projects  included  in  this 
program. 

Four  (4)  sub-stations  were  completed  during  the  sum¬ 
mer  months  and  Station  #4,  which  is  a  quarter  of  a  mile 
to  the  rear  of  the  Main  Station,  was  put  into  operation  on 
July  9  with  Stations  #5,  6  and  7,  located  in  the  Holmes  Forest 
area,  incorporated  in  the  system  early  in  August.  These 
facilities  assure  us  of  pumping  approximately  5,000  gallons 
of  water  per  minute  or  7,000,000  gallons  of  water  per  day 
with  a  storage  volume  of  2,000,000  gallons. 

Water  from  our  seven  (7)  stations  is  drawn  from  gravel 
packed  wells  averaging  60  feet  in  depth  and  is  untreated  and 
of  a  quality  which  Harwich  can  be  justifiably  proud.  Month¬ 
ly  samples  are  mailed  to  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Health  for  bacterial  examination  and  reports  are  submitted 
by  the  State  after  each  testing  showing  a  laboratory  analysis 
of  the  chemical  make-up.  These  reports  are  on  file  in  the 
Water  Department  office  and  can  be  seen  at  any  time.  We 
are  listing  below  the  contents  of  water  taken  from  our  sta¬ 
tions  from  a  recent  report:

Alkalinity  .  14 

Hardness  .  18

Also,  under  Phase  1,  Part  2  of  the  Long  Range  Planning 
Program,  it  was  recommended  that  an  addition  be  construc¬ 
ted  to  the  Main  Station  as  our  office  area  and  equipment 
space  had  become  overcrowded.  Specifications  for  this  pro¬ 
ject  were  prepared  and  one  (1)  bid  from  Tracey-Lucey  Co., 
Inc.  of  Northboro,  Massachusetts,  was  received  and  opened 
on  February  16.  The  bid  price  was  $25,295  and  the  award 
was  ultimately  made  to  this  contracting  firm.  With  this  ad¬ 
dition,  the  area  formerly  used  as  the  Superintendent’s  office 
now  provides  space  for  telemetering  equipment  for  the  exist¬ 
ing  pumping  stations  and  a  section  of  the  new  part  is  al¬ 
located  for  the  Superintendent’s  office  with  adequate  space 
for  office  records,  equipment  and  a  meeting  area  for  the 
Commissioners.  It  was  necessary  to  delay  ths  project  for 
somewhile  due  to  earlier  bids  exceeding  monies  appropriated 
for  this  purpose,  however,  revisions  to  the  Specifications  and 
new  bids  called  for  finally  made  it  possible  to  carry  out  the 
program. 

Painting  of  the  Standpipe  at  Brooks  Park  started  in  1970 
was  concluded  in  April  of  this  year.  This  tank  has  a  storage 
capacity  of  750,000  gallons  of  water  and  was  erected  in  1951. 

A  bid  opening  session  held  on  October  18  for  Painting 
the  Elevated  Water  Tank  on  Route  28,  Harwich  Port  revealed 
that  the  Paragon  Construction  Corp.  was  the  low  bidder  sub¬ 
mitting  a  price  of  $18,200.  The  tank  was  drained  in  Novem¬ 
ber  and  the  interior  painted,  however,  the  lateness  of  the 
season  made  it  necessary  to  terminate  work  which  will  be 
resumed  in  1972. 

As  is  the  usual  procedure,  bids  were  advertised  for  Water 
Works  Supplies  with  competitive  bidding  most  gratifying. 
Although  we  are  standardized  on  certain  items,  awards  were 
given  to  the  low  bidders  for  other  essential  materials. 

2.15  miles  of  mains  were  laid  in  private  developments 
during  the  year  with  the  developer  defraying  the  cost  of 
his  project  as  in  previous  years.  The  amount  paid  by  the 
developer  direct  to  the  various  supply  companies  totaled 
$48,954.68  with  the  Town  underwriting  only  $2,223.76.  Robert 
B.  Our  Co.  Inc.,  the  low  bidder  for  “Laying  Water  Mains” 
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effected  main  line  construction  both  on  public  and  private 
ways  for  a  bid  price  of  $18,937.  Also  included  in  the  1971 
Contract  for  “Laying  Water  Mains”  was  the  installation  of 
an  8-inch  main  on  Route  124  to  the  Brewster  line.  This  pro¬ 
ject  was  accomplished  in  anticipation  of  having  the  Town 
of  Brewster  eventually  tie  into  our  line  which  would  prove 
advantageous  during  a  period  of  emergency  in  either  Town. 

An  incline  on  South  Street,  north  of  Sisson  Road  in  Har¬ 
wich,  measuring  approximately  4  feet  was  removed  during 
the  year  by  the  Highway  Department.  This  required  lower¬ 
ing  about  225  feet  of  existing  main  at  a  cost  of  $900.  Work 
was  performed  by  Robert  A.  Munroe  Construction  Co.  and 
funds  were  used  from  the  account,  “Water  Mains  on  Town 
Accepted  Roads”. 

Our  1971  records  show  that  pumping  increased  8%  over 
the  preceding  year  with  a  record  high  on  July  8  of  3,279,850 
gallons  of  water  pumped  into  the  distribution  system.  192 
service  connections  were  made  during  the  year  which  in¬ 
cluded  two  (2)  fire  sprinkler  installations.  Following  this 
report  will  be  other  statistical  data  from  our  records. 

We  have  two  (2)  vehicles,  a  1965  GMC  and  a  1966  Inter¬ 
national  which  we  wish  to  trade  in  for  two  (2)  new  trucks 
as  they  are  not  dependable  and  too  costly  to  maintain.  We 
are  asking  for  an  appropriation  and  hope  that  these  articles 
are  voted  favorably  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

In  conclusion,  we  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  for 
the  performance  of  our  personnel  in  responding  to  the  needs 
of  the  community  in  a  most  effective  manner  and  to  those 
who  have  assisted  us  in  any  way  during  the  past  year.

West  Harwich;  and  Leslie  Lane,  Harwich  Port  as  reported  and 
recommended  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  under  date  of  Janu¬ 
ary  28,  1972  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  purchase  or 
take  by  eminent  domain  the  land  or  interest  in  the  land 
within  said  layouts  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
five  thousand  six  hundred  seventy  seven  dollars  ($5,677.00) 
for  this  purpose  and  to  act  fully  thereon.  By  request  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen.

Article  46.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap¬ 
propriate  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  for  the  purpose  of  fenc¬ 
ing  in  the  restrooms  at  Schoolhouse  Parking  Lot  and  to  act 
fully  thereon.  By  request  of  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Com¬ 
mission.

Beginning  at  a  point  at  the  Northeast  corner  of  the  area 
being  a  point  three  hundred  (300)  feet  south  of  the  Southeast

nue  and  three  hundred  (300)  feet  distant  from  it,  a  distance 
of  two  thousand  (2,000)  feet;  thence  turning  and  running  in 
a  generally  Easterly  direction  in  a  line  parallel  to  Great  West¬ 
ern  Road  and  being  two  thousand  three  hundred  (2,300)  feet 
distant  from  said  Great  Western  Road  to  a  point  that  is  two 
thousand  (2,000)  feet  south  of  the  point  of  beginning;  thence 
turning  and  running  in  a  northerly  direction  to  the  point  of 
beginning  and  to  act  fully  thereon.  By  petition. 
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Article  52.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
Harwich  Protective  By-Law  by  deleting  therefrom  subpara¬ 
graph  j  (6)  of  paragraph  3,  Section  2  and  to  act  fully  thereon. 
By  petition. 

(Explanation:  The  law  as  now  existing,  authorizes 
hotel  or  apartment  houses  in  Residential  and  Agricultural 
Districts  on  approval  of  the  Board  of  Appeals.  Voting  the 
amendment  will  remove  this  authorization.) 

Article  53.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
Harwich  Protective  By-Law  by  deleting  therefrom  paragraph

containing  not  less  than  twenty  thousand  (20,000)  square 
feet  with  the  exception  that  where  less  than  forty  thousand

tains  at  least  fifteen  thousand  (15,000)  square  feet  and  the 
other  new  lot  cointains  at  least  twenty  thousand  (20,000) 
square  feet  and  to  act  fully  thereon.  By  petition. 

(Explanation:  Voting  the  amendment  will  increase 

existing  square  footage  requirements  by  five  thousand  (5,000) 
square  feet,  except  that  one  dimension  is  increased  by  ten 
thousand  (10,000)  square  feet.  This  latter  increase  concerns 
the  situation  where  an  owner  of  less  than  thirty  thousand 
(30,000)  square  feet  could  create  two  lots  of  the  area  of  one 
new  lot  contained  at  least  ten  thousand  (10,000)  square  feet 
and  the  other  new  lot  contained  at  least  fifteen  thousand 
(15,000)  square  feet.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

In  cooperation  with  the  University  of  Massachusetts 
School  of  Engineering  and,  under  the  supervision  of  John 
W.  Zahradnik,  Principal  Scientist  of  the  University  of  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  Aquacultural  Engineering  Laboratory,  an  oyster 
project  was  started  at  Round  Cove  in  East  Harwich. 

Oyster  cultch  was  obtained  from  Fishers  Island  in  New 
York  and  from  Wareham.  This  cultch  was  grown  on  floating 
rafts  at  Round  Cove  this  summer  and  in  October  was  broken 
up,  put  in  plastic  bags  and  put  on  four  submerged  rafts  for 
the  wrinter.  This  spring  the  oysters  will  be  put  on  trays  to 
grow  to  maturity.  So  far,  this  experiment  has  been  success¬ 
ful. 

Adult  oysters  and  Quahogs  were  also  planted  at  Round 
Cove.  The  scallop  crop  was  poor  this  year  but  looks  very 
good  for  the  1972  season.  Commercial  fishermen  had  a  good 
year,  with  a  good  supply  of  quahogs  and  a  high  price. 

Again  I  call  your  attention  to  the  number  of  docks,  floats 
and  landfill  that  are  being  built  in  our  waters.  If  you  are 
interested  in  the  natural  resources  and  the  shellfish  of  our 
Town,  register  your  protest  at  hearings  held  by  the  Select¬ 
men  on  these  matters.  Our  harbors  have  all  the  structures 
they  can  support  and  still  keep  a  balance  in  favor  of  nature.

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Report  of  the  School  Committee 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

The  year  1971  witnessed  many  significant  changes  in  the 
Harwich  School  System.  Probably  the  most  significant  of 
these  changes  involved  the  appointment  of  a  new  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  Schools.  During  the  early  Spring,  Jesse  J.  Morgan, 
who  had  provided  fourteen  years  of  outstanding  leadership  in 
his  capacity  as  Superintendent  of  Schools,  first  of  the  Union 
to  which  the  Harwich  School  System  belonged,  and  later  of 
the  Harwich  School  System  itself,  announced  his  retirement 
to  become  effective  August  15,  1971.  Your  School  Committee 
thereupon  unanimously  decided  to  personally  conduct  the 
search  for  Mr.  Morgan’s  successor  and  immediately  began  ad¬ 
vertising  the  vacancy.  The  response  was  overwhelming. 
More  than  one  hundred  persons  requested  applications  and 
ninety  candidates  actually  applied  for  the  position.  After 
carefully  screening  each  of  the  applications  indivdually,  it 
became  apparent  that  so  many  of  the  applicants  possessed 
outstanding  qualifications  for  the  position,  that  it  would  be 
necessary  to  interview  a  large  number  of  candidates.  As  a 
result,  forty-six  applicants  were  interviewed  by  the  entire 
School  Committee.  Following  these  interviews,  the  Commit¬ 
tee  selected  six  of  the  applicants  for  a  final  interview.  At 
the  conclusion  of  the  second  set  of  interviews,  your  School 
Committee  unanimously  voted  to  offer  the  position  of  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Schools  to  Mr.  Neal  F.  Todd  who  was  then  serv¬ 
ing  as  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  Ware,  Massachusetts. 
Your  School  Committee  sincerely  believes  that  the  unusually 
large  number  and  high  caliber  of  applicants  applying  for  this 
position  represents  a  tribute  to  the  Community  of  Harwich 
as  well  as  to  its  School  System.  Your  School  Committee  fur¬ 
ther  believes  that  it  is  significant  that  it  was  able  to  unanim¬ 
ously  select  Mr.  Todd  from  among  the  many  highly  qualified 
applicants  after  a  most  thorough  and  exhaustive  examination 
of  the  candidates.  Nothwithstanding  the  many  hours  spent 
by  your  School  Committee  in  the  search  for  a  successor  to 
Mr.  Morgan,  all  of  the  Members  of  the  School  Committee  felt 
that  it  was  a  most  worthwhile,  rewarding,  and  educational 
experience. 
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Further  progress  was  made  during  the  year  with  respect 
to  curriculum  revisions.  Curriculum  diversification  at  the 
high  school  level  has  been  expanded  into  several  new  areas 
of  study.  A  study  by  members  of  the  administration  and 
faculty  designed  to  create  a  K-12  Health  Program  initiated 
during  the  year  1970  is  nearing  completion.  A  study  of  the 
Reading  Program  is  currently  under  way.  Increased  emphasis 
has  been  placed  upon  the  Intramural  Athletic  Program.  An 
extensive  organization  of  the  administrative  structure  is 
contemplated  for  the  school  year  1972-73.  However,  in  con¬ 
sidering  each  of  these  changes  intended  to  further  improve 
the  quality  of  the  educational  offering  made  by  the  Harwich 
School  System,  your  Committee  has  diligently  attempted  to 
achieve  the  maximum  improvement  at  the  minimum  cost  to 
the  taxpayers.  Thus,  your  Committee  is  planning  to  imple¬ 
ment  next  year  a  program  for  the  perceptually  handicapped 
which  is  designed  to  serve  a  larger  number  of  students  suffer¬ 
ing  from  perceptual  handicaps  than  are  now  being  serviced 
by  the  Nauset  Teaching  Clinic.  This  program,  which  will 
have  the  added  advantage  of  reintegrating  these  students 
into  their  own  School  System,  will  be  instituted  at  a  substan¬ 
tial  reduction  in  cost  from  the  tuition  currently  being  charged 
to  the  Town  of  Harwich  by  the  Nauset  Teaching  Clinic. 

A  dramatic  and  unexpected  increase  in  school  enrollment 
in  the  Town  of  Harwich,  apparently  the  largest  percentage  in¬ 
crease  on  Cape  Cod,  has  produced  a  burden  on  the  physical 
facilities  of  the  School  System,  as  well  as  obviously  increas¬ 
ing  the  budgetary  burden  to  be  borne  by  the  taxpayer.  In 
the  past  six  years,  the  school  population  has  increased  by 
more  than  forty  percent  to  a  total  of  more  than  fourteen 
hundred  students.  This  has  far  exceeded  all  prior  estimates 
and  has  caused  your  Committee  to  begin  considering  the 
problem  of  space  needs.  Although  your  Committee  is  hope¬ 
ful  that  a  temporary  solution  can  be  achieved  without  the 
need  for  any  immediate  construction  projects,  any  further 
enrollment  increase  would  necessitate  a  building  program  in 
the  very  near  future. 

Your  Committee  views  with  apprehension  the  continued 
pressure  exerted  towards  centralized  control  of  education. 
The  latest  movement  in  this  direction  arises  out  of  a  super¬ 
ficially  attractive  proposal  whereby  a  solution  to  the  burden 
imposed  upon  the  local  taxpayer  by  the  increasing  costs  of 
education  woud  be  achieved  by  the  total,  or  nearly  total, 
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funding  of  public  education  by  the  State.  Such  an  overly 
simplistic  solution  to  this  complex  problem  ignores  the  fact 
that,  whether  the  levy  is  in  the  form  of  a  property  tax  or  in 
some  other  tax  guise,  the  end  result  is  that  the  necessary 
funds  will  come  out  of  the  pockets  of  the  taxpayer.  Recent 
notorious  examples  of  State  takeovers  of  funding  in  other 
areas  most  certainly  indicate  that  the  overall  cost  of  the  edu¬ 
cational  program  will  not  be  reduced.  However,  even  if  these 
factors  were  not  to  be  considered,  it  would  appear  inevitable 
that  funding  at  other  than  the  local  level  can  only  result  in 
the  subtle  but  incessant  loss  of  lcoal  control  of  the  educa¬ 
tional  affairs  of  the  Community.  Therefore,  your  Committee 
would  like  to  reiterate  its  firm  belief  that  the  Educational 
System  of  the  Town  of  Harwich  will  be  able  to  continuee  to 
offer  quality  education  to  the  children  of  the  Town  of  Har¬ 
wich  only  if  control  of  educational  affairs  is  retained  by  the 
local  government  in  accordance  with  the  traditional  scheme 
of  Education  in  Massachusetts  which  has  consistently  avoided 
centralization  of  educational  affairs. 

Notwithstanding  the  changes  previously  enumerated 
and  many  others  which  could  be  detailed,  your  Committee  be¬ 
lieves  that  the  outstanding  feature  of  the  Harwich  School 
System  remains  the  harmonious  relationship  among  admin¬ 
istration,  faculty,  students  and  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Har¬ 
wich.  Your  Committee  would  like,  once  again  to  take  this 
opportunity  to  express  its  deepest  appreciation  for  the  sup¬ 
port  and  cooperation  afforded  to  the  Harwich  School  System 
by  these  various  groups.  This  relationship  of  people  working 
toward  the  common  goal  of  maintaining  and  improving  the 
high  quality  of  the  educational  program  offered  by  the  Town 
of  Harwich  contributes  immeasurably  toward  the  attainment 
of  that  goal.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

This  is  my  first  report  as  Superintendent  of  the  Harwich 
Public  Schools.  Since  I  began  my  duties  in  August  my  report 
will  be  somewhat  briefer  than  previous  reports. 

As  you  will  note  in  the  report  of  the  School  Committee,  I 
was  one  of  ninety  applicants  for  the  vacancy  created  by  Mr. 
Morgan’s  retirement.  It  should  not  surprise  you  to  learn  that 
one  of  the  reasons  for  the  large  number  of  applications  is  the 
excellent  reputation  Harwich  enjoys  in  educational  circles. 
During  the  screening  process  I  was  extremely  impressed  by 
the  interest  and  dedication  of  the  School  Committee,  and  the 
quality  of  the  staff  and  administration. 

I  consider  myself  fortunate,  indeed,  to  succeed  Jeesse  J. 
Morgan,  who  has  always  been  recognized  as  one  of  the  States 
most  oustanding  Superintendents.  I  am  grateful  to  him  for 
the  help  and  guidance  he  provided  during  my  first  few  weeks. 

Enrollment  1971 

During  the  decade  1960-1969  the  enrollment  increased 
40%  from  867  to  1,207.  In  1970  there  were  1,214  pupils  in 
the  schools  and  this  year  we  admitted  1,401.  This  is  a  two 
year  increase  of  17%.  It  is  too  early  to  predict  enrollment 
in  September,  1972,  but  with  the  number  of  homes  being  con¬ 
structed  it  is  a  safe  assumption  that  we  will  probably  exceed 
1,500  students. 

The  1967  Metcalf  and  Eddy  report  listed  our  rated  school 
capacities  as  follows: 

Elementary  School  @  25  per  class  500 

Intermediate  School  @  25  per  class  275 
Jr.-Sr.  High  School  @  20  per  class  520 

Present  enrollment  by  school  can  be  found  in  the  follow¬ 
ing  pages.  As  you  will  note  we  exceed  our  standards  at  two 
levels,  elementary  and  high. 

We  are  presently  surveying  the  possibility  of  acquiring 
temporary  facilities  to  accommodate  these  additional  pupils. 
I  would  hope  that  the  citizens  would  support  any  effort  to 
create  a  committee  to  explore  space  needs  in  depth. 
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Budget 

The  1972-73  proposed  budget  has  increased  approximate¬ 
ly  11.%  Over  80%  of  the  $137,979  increase  is  in  the  area  of 
negotiated  salaries.  In  addition,  two  new  teachers  have  been 
budgeted  for  to  accommodate  the  additional  classes  required. 
Substantial  sums  have  been  set  aside  for  new  desks,  chairs, 
and  added  books  and  supplies. 

Extensive  repairs  are  planned  to  the  intermediate  school 
during  the  summer  months.  This  building  gives  the  false 
impression  of  being  “solid  as  a  rock.”  Once  inside,  however, 
it  is  easy  to  find  many  deficiencies  and  needed  improvements. 

Elementary  Schools 

During  the  year  several  committees  were  carrying  on 
curriculum  revision  work. 

The  social  studies  curriculum  revision  committee  studied 
many  of  the  new  social  studies  publication.  After  several 
months  of  study,  the  committee  recommended  the  adoption 
of  the  Allyn  and  Bacon  program  “Concepts  and  Inquiry”. 

The  science  curriculum  committee  has,  upon  receipt  of 
approval  of  its  recommendations,  turned  its  attention  to  the 
designing  of  the  curriculum  to  accommodate  the  new  science 
program,  “Science  Far  and  Near”.  An  important  factor  in 
the  decision  to  adopt  this  program  was  its  reliance  on  the 
experimental  method  of  science  instruction. 

The  library  committee  has  continued  its  deliberation 
during  the  past  year.  This  committee,  composed  of  teachers 
and  townspeople,  is  working  hard  to  explain  the  need  at  the 
elementary  school  level  for  a  central  library.  Its  major  ob¬ 
stacle  is  the  lack  of  space.  However,  the  committee  works 
on  seeking  suitable  alternatives. 

The  reading  committee  held  many  meetings  during  the 
year  in  an  effort  to  suggest  and  implement  ways  of  improv¬ 
ing  the  teaching  of  reading  in  the  content  subjects.  This 
committee  seems  to  have  taken  as  its  byword — “every  teacher 
a  teacher  of  reading”.  Regular  liaison  with  teachers  of  the 
Jr.-Sr.  High  School  has  been  maintained. 

For  the  first  time,  Harwich  will  institute  a  local  program 
for  students  who  are  having  perceptual  or  emotional  difficul¬ 
ties.  Several  of  the  youngsters  presently  attending  the  Clini¬ 
cal  Teaching  Center  in  Wellfleet  will  be  gradually  phased  into 
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local  classes.  In  addition,  all  elementary  youngsters  will  be 
screened  carefully  to  determine  if  they  are  in  need  of  this 
individualized  instruction. 

John  Filler,  who  was  on  a  year’s  leave  of  absence  during 
the  1970-71  school  year,  will  begin  working  full  time  in  Har¬ 
wich  as  an  elementary  counselor  effective  September  1972. 
During  the  current  year  he  will  continue  to  serve  both  Chat¬ 
ham  and  Harwich. 


High  School 

A.  Curriculum  Changes 

1.  The  following  courses  have  been  added  to  the 
Curriculum: 

General  Anthropolgy — Freshmen 
Geography  &  Current  Events — Freshmen 
Comparative  Cultures — Sophomores 
Practical  Science — Juniors  &  Seniors 
Design — Juniors  &  Seniors 
Applied  Design — Juniors  &  Seniors 
Sculpture — Jnuiors  &  Seniors 
Photography — Juniors  &  Seniors 
Pottery  I — Juniors  and  Seniors 
Pottery  II — Juniors  &  Seniors 

2.  Shop  Math  I  and  Shop  Math  II  are  now  being  offered 
as  one-semester  courses.  Up  to  September,  1971  the 
two  courses  were  scheduled  on  a  full  year  basis. 

3.  The  upper  groups  in  9th  grade  science  are  being  in¬ 
troduced  to  Biology  during  the  second  semester  of  the 
school  year.  This  makes  it  possible  for  a  more  in- 
depth  study  of  college  biology  during  the  Sophomore 
year. 

4.  In  September,  the  grade  7  students  were  introduced 
to  the  Intermediate  Science  Curriculum  Study  pro¬ 
gram.  The  primary  difference  between  the  new  ap¬ 
proach  and  the  more  conventional  program  is  the  fact 
that  it  allows  each  student  to  travel  at  his  own  pace, 
and  it  permits  the  scope  and  sequence  of  instruction 
to  vary  with  his  interests,  abilities  and  backgrounds. 
Plan  are  being  made  to  offer  a  sequential  ISCS  pro¬ 
gram  to  the  8th  graders  another  year. 

B.  New  Program 

Beginning  in  October,  1971,  a  Modified  Work-Study  pro¬ 
gram  was  put  into  effect.  Under  this  program,  seventeen 

seniors  are  allowed  to  sign  out  prior  to  the  2:11  p.m.

school  closing  time  in  order  to  go  to  work.  To  be  eligible 
for  this  program,  a  Senior  must  agree  to  abide  by  the 
guidelines  established  by  the  Guidance  Director  and  Ad¬ 
ministration. 

C.  Teacher  Workshops 

Again  this  year,  three  one-half-day  Teacher  Workshops 
were  scheduled.  The  workshops  were  held  for  the  ex¬ 
press  purpose  of  making  it  possible  for  teachers  to  meet 
by  department  in  order  to  discuss  current  problems,  con¬ 
cerns  and  possible  curriculum  changes. 

D.  Miscellaneous 

1.  A  newly  formed  Assembly  Committee  composed  of 
twelve  students  and  two  faculty  members  plan  and 
carry  out  all  assembly  programs.  The  Committee  was 
formed  to  make  it  possible  for  students  to  become 
more  involved  in  school  life. 

2.  The  Student  Council  has  three  faculty  advisors  in¬ 
stead  of  the  traditional  one.  This  change  was  made 
in  order  to  make  it  possible  for  more  faculty  members 
to  become  involved  in  the  Council’s  work. 

3.  The  intramural  athletic  program  for  7th  &  8th 
graders  has  been  expanded  to  include  basketball, 
tennis,  golf  and  softball.  The  program  was  initiated 
two  years  ago  with  soccer  being  offered  as  an  intra¬ 
mural  sport.  The  total  program  will  be  continually 
expanded  whenever  and  wherever  possible,  in  order 
to  better  meet  the  needs  of  our  young  people. 

The  Health  Committee,  which  was  formed  two  years  ago, 
is  presently  preparing  a  curriculum  to  be  used  in  grades  K-6 
and  also  at  appropriate  levels  in  grades  7-12.  The  curriculum 
will  not  be  a  “crash  program”  but  a  sequentially  developed 
concept  approach  built  upon  previous  learnings.  The  areas 
of  family  living,  drug  abuse  (including  narcotics  and  alcohol), 
smoking,  safety  and  physical  well  being  will  be  covered. 

Other  Items  of  Interest 

Early  in  the  fall,  Mrs.  Luella  Ray,  school  nurse  for  several 
years,  decided  to  leave  our  employ.  Her  services  will  be 
missed.  We  were  fortunate  in  acquiring  Mrs.  Anne  Irwin,  an 
experienced  school  nurse  to  fill  this  vacancy.  In  January, 
Mrs.  Jocelyn  Carter  was  hired  to  assist  Mrs.  Irwin  in  the  many 
clerical  duties  assigned  to  the  health  program.  Mrs.  Irwin 
will  coordinate  the  new  health  program  to  be  instituted  in  the 
fall.  During  the  next  few  months  a  committee  comprised 
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of  parents  and  medical  advisors  will  assist  Mrs.  Irwin  in  re¬ 
viewing  the  curriculum. 

Mr.  George  Schoen  has  been  employed  as  Supervisor  of 
Maintenance.  His  job  will  be  to  centralize  purchasing, 
schedule  repairs  and  coordinate  custodial  services. 

Mrs.  Priscilla  Crowell,  dietitian,  and  her  able  staff  have 
made  several  changes  in  the  lunch  program.  In  addition  to 
reducing  the  cost  of  the  school  lunch,  she  has  expanded  the 
menu.  Plans  are  also  being  made  to  update  many  pieces  of 
unreliable  kitchen  equipment  with  state  funding  assistance. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to 
the  School  Committee,  Mrs.  Moody  and  my  office  staff,  the 
Harwich  teachers,  Messrs.  Nesmith  and  Noyes  and  all  those 
in  the  community  who  have  helped  make  these  past  few 
months  so  enjoyable  and  rewarding.
